Manifesto of the Carlists.

Madrid, July 16.—The Carlist party has 
just issued a passionate and eloquent mani- 
festo, practically inviting the nation and 
the army to rise against the government and 
the dynasty. One of its.most notable 
phrases runs as follows: 

“Our heroic army, like the nation itself, 
cannot but feel a well-justified fury against 
the authors of our disasters and of our dis- 
honor, and soldiers as well as citizens are 
imbued with an undying hatred against

vaders and about 16,000 insurgents. This 
humiliation would be the most terrible and 
unpardonable ignemmy of the nineteenth 
century.” . 

* It is impossible to aény that this manifesto 
has created a profound impression, not 
alone in the northern provinces, where nine- 
tenths of the population are Carlists, but 
more especially here in Madrid in military 
circles. Indéed, the Corréspondencia Mili- 
tiare, the organ of the entire military ele- 
ment, complains that “ none of the measures 
that the government is adopting has for 
an object a continuation of the war. On | 
the contrary, they all tend toward a peace 
which would place both Spain and her army 
in a most ridiculous situation . the eyes of 
the entire world.’’

yellow fever.

OMAHA FAIR. 


New Regiment That Expects to Go 
to the Front Tomorrow Receives 
a Warm Greeting at a Parade 

_ Througlt Exposition Grounds. . 


Omaha, Neb., July 16.—[Specia).J—The 
white city was resplendent with army blue 
today and thousands of people gathered to 
give the Third Nebraska Volunteer Infantry 
Regiment a heartfelt godspeed before its 
departure for the front. é 
° The scenes that attended the exercises-of 
the forenoon were impressive and seldom 
before has-an Omaha crowd so thoroughly 
merged its personality in such a united burst 
of sentiment. From the moment that the 
regiment. entered the grounds, headed by 
Colonel Bryan and his staff, until after the 
‘last ceremony had been fulfilled there was no 
abatement of the enthusiasm, and during 
the exercisés in the auditorium the patriotic 
spirit rose to a high pitch. 

The regiment entered at the north gate. 
The line. of march was followed down the 
West Midway and over the north viaduct, 
and thence to the Grand Plaza, where the 
troops fellinto platoons. The movement was 
a trifle ragged, but it was executed well for 
volunteers, who had only been drilling fora 
few weeks, and the.cheers multiplied as the 
long ‘cohimn of fours contracted into the 
more compact company formation. The reg- 
iment marched on the Nebraska Building, 
when it countermarched and returned to the 
Plaza, where the lines were broken and arms 
stacked preparatory to the day's relaxation. 

Bryan's close study of tactics was mani- 
fested by the orders he gave and the accu- 
racy with which he handled the regiment. 
After the parade the regiment and visitors 
adjourned to the auditorium, where Colonel 
Bryan, Governor Holcomb of Nebraska, and 
Governor Leedy of Kansas addressed the 
crowd. Later the visitors gave up the audi- 
torium to the troops, who were furnished a 
lunch by the Lady Board of Mahagers. A 
number of little trinkets were presented to 
the troops by the exposition. 

The silver regiment will leave tomorrow 
night to join Lee’s command at Jackson- 
ville. A hurry order was received today 
and the unofficial inforntation was conveyed 
that e Puerto Rican expedition would 
start next week, and Bryan’s troops were 
expected to’ be a part of.the army of occu- 
pation. The troops cheered thenews. They 
are anxious to fight and the regiment is a 
fine looking body of men. 

Colonel Bryan expressed his thanks and 
those °of his regiment for the magnificent 
demonstration with which they had. been 
honored. He also took occasion to express 
his appreciation 6f the assistahce rendered 
by Governor Holcomb, Adjutant General 
Barry, and others in the organization and 
equipment of the regiment, and alluded with 
some humor to the fact that after the 
physical examination to which the men had 
been subjected he could safely assert that 
there Was not a man in the regiment who 
had ever had a relative who was sick. 

He declared his belief that every soldier 
would do his duty in war, as they had tried 
to do it in peace. He denied what he said 
had been suggested that this was a political 
regiment.

EXPEDITION FROM TAMPA. 


~~ 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Alger and Major General Brooke, 
commanding the troops at Chickamauga, 
arranged all plans for the invasion of 
Puerto Rico today. 

Numerous conferences were ‘held, but 
neither the Secretary tior General ke 
would disclose the nature of the plans agreed 
upon. It is said, however, that there will 
be no delay in sending expeditions to Spain’s 
most easterly West Indian possession. 

With General Brooke and Secretary Alger 
were several Puerto Ricans, who furnished 
much information with regard to the points 
along the north coast of the island easily 
accessible to landing parties. 


Monitors Sent to San Juan. 

Paving the way for the army of invasion, 
the Navy department has initiated meas- 
ures for blockading aH of the ports of 
Puerto Rico. 

In accordance with instructions sent by 
Secretary Long, three monitors have left 
Key West for Puerto Rican waters, where 
they will take station in front of San Juan, 
whoge fdrtifications they will attack. 

The monitors, it is understood, are the 
Puritan, Amphitrite, and Miantonomah, 
while the Terror remains on guard off 
Havana. 

The arrival of these three vessels will 
inerease the blockading force in front of 
San Juan to six vessels. It is not intended 
to keep all of these ships at that point, 
however, but’on the arrival] of the monitors 
the other ships will go to other Puerto 
Rican ports. 

It is not the intention of the administra- 
tion to affiliate itself in any manner what- 
* ever with the insurgents of Puerto Rico, and 
the natives who were present at the confer- 
ence between Brooke and Alger volunteered 
their assistance only in view af the liberty 
and prosperity they and their fellow-men 
will enjoy under an American protectorate, 

Major General Wilson is making examina- 
tions of points of embarkatien. In a tele- 
gram to Secretary Alger today he reported 
that Newport News and Charleston are pos- 
j sessed of harbor facilities which make them 
especially adaptable to the embarkation of 
troopa. Newport News will accommodate 
the largest ocean-going vessels, and it is 
possible that trvops from _ Camp Alger, 
which were to be sent from New York, will 
be embarked at that port. 

Soldiers from Chickamauga and other 
be embarked at 
Charleston, General Ernst’s brigade is now 
rendezyoused at Charleston, and jnstead of 
being ser.t back to Chickamauga will remain 
there and will be among the first to embark 
for the journey to Puerto Rico. 


Plans for Exodug at Tampa. 


Tampa, Fla., July 16.—[Bpecial.]—Prepara- 
tions are in progress here for an expedition 
to Puerto Rico, and the movement to San- 
tiago will be insignificant in proportion com- 
pared toit. General Coppinger will not deny 
that such is the case, but believes some 
weeks must elapse before it is in readiness 
to sail. 

Troops and supplies for Puerto Rico have 
already begun to arrive, and during the next 
ten days more men and freight will be 
brought into Tampa than during any like 
period since the beginning of the war. The 
railroads have been notified that the gov- 
ernment will require a complete and thor- 
ough service with every train which can be 
utilized during the coming few weeks. Act- 
ing on this they are arranging to double 
their present carrying capacity so that when 
the movement sets in in earnest the delays 
which gph pra the embarkation of the 
Shafter expedition may not be repeated. 

New camp sites are being located so that 
when the troops arrive they will be assigned 
to places convenient tosthe railroads and to 
Port Tampa. Commissary and ordnance 
stores are now arriving by a dozen trains 
each day, and afte being stored in the ware- 
houses recently erected by the government 
in Tampa and those bulit by the Plant sys- 
tem for government occupancy along its line

An order reached Genéral Coppinger at 
8 o’clock tonight from the War department 
that he rush in all possible haste to Santiago 
all the artillery now. at the camp here. It 
is probably to be used in the Puerto Rico 
expedition. General Coppinger immediately 
ordered the Second, Fourth, Sixth, and Sev- 
enth Artillery Regiments, both heavy and 
light batteries, to break camp and proceed 
to Port Tampa at once and there embark 
without delay. Each of these regiments 
has a number of batteries still here and 
within an hour after the order was received 
the artillery camp was the scene of active 
‘preparations for the embarkation. The or- 
der came like a thunder clap from a clear 
sky and the news spread.throughout the 
camp with the rapidity of electricity. The 
infantry and cavalry camps were‘aroused 
by the news and the men are hoping that 
the order will be extended to include them 
in the expedition. There ar® now in port 
three available transports, the Mohawk, Iro- 
quois, and Rector, the latter being the Span- 
ish prize merchant San Pedro, which stopped 
| here en route to Norfolk for repairs. The 
heavy guns will be taken to the port early 
tomorrow morning and the transports will be 
ready to sail before Monday morning. Gen- 
eral Rogers, chief of artillery, and General 
Swann will both accompany the expedition, 
but the latter will be in command. Specula- 
‘tion is rife tonight among the officers re- 
garding the meaning of the expedition, but 
no solution is possible, owing to the indefi- 
nite nature of the orders from the depart- 
ment.

President Is Reported to Have En- 
couraged Hopes of the Liberation 
of Herrera and Other Exiles from 
the African Island. 


- San Francisco, Cal., July 16.—The Evening 
Post says: “‘ From private information re- 
ceived in this city by sympathizers with the 
Cuban cause there is reason to believe that 
Commodore Watson may include in his 
mission to the Spanish coast a visit, first or 
afterwards, to the Island Fernando Po, off 
the African coast, to release from imprison- 
ment many people banished to the island by 
Spain for political reasons. Most of the 
prisoners are Cuban sympathizers.

MAN SHOT AND WOUNDED, 


Citizen Who Tries to Warn the 
Trainmen Shot by 
the Robbers. 


Wichita, Kas., July 16.—[Spectal.}—The 
east-bound 'Frisco express on the St. Louls 
and San Francisco road’-was held up at — 
Andover, ten miles east of this city, at 10 
o'clock tonight. One man was shot and 
probably fatally wounded and the robbers 
secured several hundred dollars from ‘ 
express car and made their escape. 

Andover is hardly a town. It is a flag 
station, with probably 200 inhabitants, and 
trains stop only upon signal® It was & 
favorable spot for a train robbery. 

The ’Frisco express left Wichita at 9:30, 
its next stop being Augusta. As Andover 
station was approached, however, the usual 
signal was displayed and the train slowed 
up to make the depot platform. 

Two men with masks and revolvers board= 
ed the train and compelled the engineer 
to stop. They then went to the express 
car and forced their way in before theif 
presence was even suspected by the mes- 
senger. He drew a gun to make resistance) 
_but he was overpowered, bound, and gagged. 

The robbers then hurriedly went through ° 
the small local safe, securing several hun- 
dred dollars, the exact amount not being 
known to the express officials here. 

The masked men then mounted horses and | 
rode away into the darkness. The passen- 
gers were unmolested during the robbery. 

Soon after their departure it was discov- 
ered an unknown man had been shot by the 
robbers. He is in a dying condition, but 
from the few words he has spoken it is 
known he had been shot because he had ate 
tempted to warn the engineer of the danger 
to his train.

The wounded man says the two robbers 
entered the town on horseback shortly after 
dark and tied their horses in a side street 
near the, station.

‘TELLS THE STORY 
OF THE BIG FIGHT. 


Chicago Man Who Succeeded in 
, Command at the Death of Capt. 
_ Capron of the Rough Riders De- 
scribes the Fierce Battle, — 


New York, July 16.—Captain John RF. 
Thomas Jr. of Chicago, who-had of 
Troop L of the Rough Riders after Captain 
Capron was killed, was the first of the 
wounded soldiers who arrived on the Olivette 
tonight to reach this city. Captain Thomas 
was met on board the Olivette by his father, 
Judge John Thomas of the United States 
Court, Indian Territory, and Miss Thomas 
Judge Thomas had secured a leave of ab- 
sence for his son froni the Secretary of War 
and was thus enabled to bring his son te 

Captain Thomas, as soon as he reached his 
hetel, received a number of newspaper men 
and tqid an interesting story of the fighting 
of the Rough Riders. 

“T am sorry,” said he, “that I did not 
have a chance to see more of the fighting, 
but what I saw was of the warmest kind. 
On the 24th of June I was with Troop L at 
La Quarina, under Captain Capron. We 
formed the advance guard and went out on & 
narrow trail towards Siboney. On the way 
we met some of the Twenty-second men, 
who told us that we were close to the ~ 
enemy, as they had heard them at work 
during the night. Captain Capron, with six 
men, had gone on ahead of us and had come 
across the body of a dead Cuban.; Ten or 
fifteen minutes later Private Thomas Isbell 
of Indian Territory saw a Spaniard in the 
brush ahead of him and fired. 

. “ This was the first shot trom our troops 
and the Spaniard fell dead. Isbell himself 
was shot seven times that day, but managed 
to walk back to our field hospital, which was 
fully four miles in the rear. It has beem 
said that we were ambushed, .but that is 
not so. Poor Captain Capron received his 
death wound early in the fight, and while 
he was lying on the ground dying he said: 

* Let me see it.out; I want to see it all,’ 

lived an hour and fifteen minutes after the .- 
bullet struck him. 

“I was then next in command of the 
troop and I noticed that some of our men 
lay too closely together as they were deploy~ 
ing. I went down aiong the line ordering 
them to their’ proper distance, and as I 
passed along poor Hamilton Fish was lying 
mortally wounded a few feet from me. When 
he heard my voice Fish raised himself on his 
elbow and said: “I am wounded, I am 
wounded.” 

“This was the last I saw of him in life, 
He was brave and was popular among the 
men of the troop. Sergeant Joe Kline of 
Troop L was wounded early that day and 
was ordered to the rear with several other 
wounded men. On his way to the rear Kline 
discovered a Spanish sharpshooter in a tree 
and shot’at him. The Spaniard fell dead 
and Kline picked up a silver-mounted ne- 
volver which fell from the dead man’s cloth= 
ing. These sharpshooters seemed to take 
intense delight in shooting at wounded m 
as they were being brought to the rear, 


brothers were killed outright by th 
marksmen. 
“The Spaniards are pretty good fighters, 
but when our men charged on them they quit ~ 
their trenches. Sergeant Dillwyn Bell of 
our troop, who is a son of M. B. Bell of Chi- 
cago, was badly injured from an exploding 
shell while on the firing line. He Was Ore 
dered to the rear, but quickly came back 
again. He was ordered away a second time, 
but a few minutes later he was to the front 
again, firing away. For a third time he was 
sent back, and once more he insisted on. 
going to the front again. He fought till 
the end of the day, although painfully 
wounded In the back. There were many 
similar cases among our fellows, and none 
of them who could handlea gun relinquished . 
his position until he fainted or had-te be car~- 
ried to the rear. Young Walter Sharp of 
Chicago was reported killed, but he is much

Grace W. Root, daughter of the late George 
Frederick Root of Chicago, was found dead 


night. Miss Root’s former home was in 
‘Newtonville, Mass., but,since her father’s 
death four years ago she and her mother 


j and sister had lived,in Chicago, coming 
East every summer for a two months’ stay 


in their cottage on Bailey’s Island. 7 

Miss Root was 29 years of. age. She had 
been in rather ill health of late and some- 
what given to despondency. Early yester- 


tended. As she did not reappear within a 
few hours her mother became anxious about 
her and sent a hired man out to search for 
her. He was unsuccessful in his quest. 
About nightfall some women walking at the 
eastern end of the island found a note in 
Miss Root’s handwriting. It said in sub- 
stance that she was tired of life and was 
going to the woods to commit suicide. 

‘A searching party was organized and her 
body was found in a spruce grove at the 
extreme easterly point of the island. She 
had ended her life with chloroform. The 
remains will be sent to Newtonville on Tues- 
day and a brief service will be held here at 
the family cottage, 


The first intimation received by Frederick 
W. Root, 5333 Cornell avenue, that hissister 
had taken her own fife was that conveyed 
in the dispatch to THe Tripung from Port- 
land,Me. Mr. Root expressed surprise when 
tol@ of the finding of the note in his sister's 
handwriting, and said: 3 

** All that I had heard up to this time led 
me to believe that my sister died naturally. 
The telegrams I received from members of 
the family, however, contained no explicit 
statements as to the manner of her death 
beyond saying that she died quietly and 
peacefully. I sincerely hope the story that 
my sister committed suicide will not prove 
to be true, but if it ls true I can think of only 
“one reason for her action. It is undoubtedly 
due to her despondency, caused by iIl- 
health, For many years she had been a 
sufferer from ailments from which she 
found no relief. When she was in Chicago 
with Frohman’s company in June she was 
in poor health, though seemingly in the best 
of spirits. Hecently she had an operation 
performed, which far a time we all thought 
had set her on the high road to recovery, but 
it has since proved that only temporary 
relief was effected, and lately she has des- 
paired of ever being fully restored to health. 


ij I am sure there was nothing else in her life 


to make her despondent, for she had had no 
serious trouble, aside from her illness, and 
no cause for sorrow.” 

Later Mr. Root said: ‘* Since learning of 
her suicide I have beer told by my other 
sisters, whose associations with her were 
more intimate than mine, that for four or 
five years it has been whispered among them 
that my sister who died was afflicted at 
times with fits of melancholia, due to her 
despondency concerning her health, that 
bordered on insanity. They had said noth- 
ing to me about it, for they hoped, as we all 
did, that eventually some remedy would be 
found that would restore her to health.’’ 

Miss Root recently resigned from Daniel 
Frohman’s Lyceum company. She had 
been in poor health and came home to 
Chicago for rest and treatment. Two or 
three weeks ago she went to Bailey’s Island. 
She was reported improving in health up to 
Friday. 

She was born in Newtonville, Mass, 

but her home had always been in Chicago. 
She was 29 years old. 
Miss Root had great versatility of talent. 
She .easily became proficient in music, and 
with one of her sist. *s studied art, becoming 
a successful water color painter. She won 
distinction as a song writer, setting many of 
Browning’s poems to music. Her knowl- 
edge of Wagnerign music was recognized by 
such artists as the De Reszkes and she was 
a close friend of Theodore Thomas. 

Miss Root attended a local dramatic school 
and attracted the favorable attention of 
managers. She received good offers and ac- 
cepted that of Mr. Frohman. She was on 
the stage three years. Her last appearance 
in Chicago was about June 1 as Mrs, Marsh 
in ‘‘ The Princess and the Butterfly.”’ 

Miss Root was a member of the Apollo and 
Amateur clubs. Her immediate relatives 
are Mrs. George F. Root and her brothers 
and sisters—Frederick W. Root of this city; 
Charles T. Root, publisher of the New York 
Dry Goods Economist; Mrs. Clara Louise 
Burnham, the novelist; Mrs. Dr. Frank H. 
Gardiner of Chicago; Mrs. Paul O. Kern of 
Chicago; and her aunt, Miss Frances A. 
Root, the music teacher. |

Those believed to have the most money on 
the Cottage City are the four Butler brothers 
of Ellsworth, Minn. The eldest went’ in

Goodrich, the 38- 
year-old son of Patron—Edith Gray, ran the 
mile and a half in the Great Western Han- 
dicap in 2:30%, cutting two whole seconds 

off the former world’s record and three 
seconds off, the former ;Washington Park 
record. In the succeéding race the 4-year- 


1 old David Tenny, by Tenny—Mamie B., ran 


a mile and a quarter in 2:04, one-half 
gecond faster than the beet previous per- 
formance at the distance, the old record of 
2:05 being jointly held by those grand race- 
harses Salvator and Morello, Morello’s feat 
being accomplished in the Wheeler Handi- 
cap, on the last day of the Washington 
Park meeting in 1893. 

The breaking of -either of these records 
would have made the day memorable in the 
1898 meeting of the South Side club, but 
for both of them to fall in one day was re- 
markablea Both records are at standard 
distances, and not races at half: ‘furlong or 
other unusual routes. 

A holiday crowd was out and not one-half 
of it appreciated how much the figures hung 
up in front of the timers’ stand signified, but 
it was not so with old horsemen or followers 
of racing, who becafne enthusiastic and for- 


got the heat, while they wiped their fore- | 


heads and talked enthusiastically about the. 
manner in witich turf history was being cre- 
ated. 

Associate Judge Keloey, who has been con- 
nected with Wh&shington Park in: one ca- 
pacity or another for years, was confident 
the world mark might be broken in the fifth 
race, which was at a mile, but in this he 
was disappointed, yet the winner Azucena 
came within a quarter of a second of this 
hardest of all marks to reach, her time be- 
ing 1:39 flat, a half second faster than the 
former Washington Park record Had the 
start’ been a running one in this race, the 
record would probably have been equaled.

‘Executive Committee by a Vote 
of 18 to 4 Withdraws Sup- 
port of the Union. 


WILL PAY BONDS IN PART. 


So far as the action and influence of the 
national officers and eighteen of the State 
Presidents of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance union are concerned the Woman's 
Temple has ceased to exist. They have an- 
nounced that for ten years they have been 
dreaming a dream and that the dream is 


over. 
This action was predicted in TRIBUNE 
y morning, and at the closing ses- 
gion. which adjourned at noon yesterday, 
a set of resolutions was adopted withdraw- 
ing the support of the national union fram 
Mrs. Matilda B. Carse and her Board of Tem~- 
ple Trustees. The board has put it in the 
form of a recommendation to the national 
convention, which meets at St. Paul: in 
November, but when it is recorded that the 
sfirmative vote on the resolutions stood 
#to4, with the unanimous support of every 
_gational officer of the organization, these 
resolutions take on a settled aspect. 


Agree to Withdraw Support. ~ 
Following is their text: 


Whereas, After eleven years of heroic effort on 
behalf of the Temple enterprise, an afMfiiliated inter- 
est of the National Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance union, we find ourselves forced to face the 
facts set forth in the official statement of the 
general officers of our organization, be is therefore 
regretfully 

Resolved, First, that it is the sense of the Ex- 
ecutive committee that the appeal of the genera! 
officers sent out in March last should be at once 
withdrawn, and that all effort on the part of the 
National Woman's Christian Temperance union 
to raise money with a view to owning the Temple 
be discontinued, and we recommend that no 
further call to local unions or effort by them be 
made to own or pay for the Temple. 

Resolved, Second, that, while we are not legally 
bound, we regard it as a sacred trust to purchase 
before the next convention the Temple trust bonds 
so far as available funds maks possible. There- 
fore we recommend, provided the permission of 
the donors be secured, that all money now in the 
hands of the Temple trustees and Miss Cornelia 
Dow, with all money forwarded to her for this 
purpose before Nov. 1, 1898, be used to purchase 
these bonds. To such bondholders as do not dis- 
pose of their Temple trust bonds before Nov. 1, 
1898, we recommend that they be exchanged for 
their collateral security or Temple stock. 

Resolved, Third, that our sincere appreciation 
be extended to Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, the founder 
of the Temple, for the brave effort she has made 
to secure for the National Woman's Christian 
Temperance union the building which she has 
always believed would be a source of large revenue 
for the carrying on of our work, and that we are 
convinced that but for the untoward circum- 
stances, which it was impossible for any one to 
foresee, the status of the building would be differ- 
ent today.

‘“ Three hundred thousand dollars of stock 
is held by the American Trust and Savings 
Bank as security for the $300,000 Temple 
trust bonds. 

“Two hundred and eighty-four thousand 
seven hundred dollars of stock is owned by 
capitalists in Chicago, of which amount 
Mr. Field holds $118,400. 

‘Fifteen thousand three hundred dollars 
is held by Mrs. Matilda B. Carse for’ the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
union. 

“To secure the entire Temple, which 
would still stand cn leased ground, and so 
could not in reality be owned, we would re- 
quire, in addition to the $15,300 of stock now 
held, $300,000 to retire the Temple trust 
bonds, plus $600,000 building bonds, plus 
$217,700 stock as above mentioned ($284,700 
minus $67,000 equals $217,700). To meet this 
large total of $1,117,700 we have, at the most 
generous estimate, only the sum of $142,500 
given above, thus leaving a balance of §975,- 
200 to be raised. 

‘‘From reports received from States and 
from foreign lands we have reason to hope 
that $15,000 additional might be raised be- 
fore Nov. 1. Our women have done their ut- 
most, and stern reality forces us to face the 
conclusion that the money will not come 
from the rich people of the nation. If this 
$15,000 were raised, there would still remain 
$142,500 deficit on the Temple trust bonds, 
to say nothing of the other large sums which 
must be raised before the Temple could.be 
owned. 

Not a Fitting Memorial. 

“Interviews with business and profession- 
al men and women have clearly revealed the 
fact that there is no lack of interest through- 
out the nation in a proposed memorial to 
Miss Willard and no lack of appreciation 
of her matchless character and. marvelous 
work, but that the Temple does not appeal 
to the public as a fitting memorial. No 
large sums have been received from the out- 
side public, but white-ribbon women have 
generously responded during the eleven 
years since the beginning of the enterprise. 
‘About $250,000 has been raised for the 
Temple almost entirely by the Women’s 
Christian Temperance union. This money, 
with the exception of the $20,000 held by 
Miss Dow, has been placed in the hands of 
the Temple directors and Temple trustees. 

“We believe this statement will appeal to 
our great constituency, and we pray that 
such divine wisdom may be given as will 
enable us to plan wisely for the best inter- 
ests of our great organization.” 

In portions not quoted the report shows 
that by the original agreement between 
Mra. Carse and the nationel organization 
she was not to build at all on leased ground,

Memorable trip—this journey of 

American troops from Tampa to San- 

tilago—a trip which possessed a strong 
Interest. The fleet proper left Port Tampa 
on last Tuesday. If the official hour of sail- 
ing is fixed by the departure of the flagship, 
the Siguranca, with General Shafter and 
staff aboard, the trip began at 11 o’clock in 
the morning. Then the Siguranca cast off 
its lines and steamed away from the docks. 
The other vessels of the fleet, excepting the 
Olivette, had several hours’ start of the 
Siguranca and the skirmish Une of the 
equadron was some miles out at sea when 
the flagship started. The Siguranca found 
the other vessels awaiting it at Egmont 
Keys, at the mouth of Tampa Bay. 

The Olivette, owing to its duties as water 
carrier, was fully fifteen hours later in leav- 
ing the port than the Siguranca. It spent 
all Tuesday night at the coai dock and 
started at 4 o'clock on Wednesday morning, 
June 5. a 

The Olivette sped along at a lively gait 
in pursuit of the fleet, the taffrail log show- 
ing between twelve and fourteen knots an 
hour.- On Wednesday night at 10 o’clock the 
lookout on the foremast crosstrees discovered 
the first light of the fleet. The Olivette had 
gone along all day without sighting a sail 
or a vessel of any description, traveling over

Like a Sea. Boulevard. 


Maybe this deseription will do ax well as 
any, but it is not quite correct. Im gine an 
immense avenue with glittering electric 
lights stretching in two rows as far as the 
eye can see.

Ideas and theories quickly changed as we 
proceeded on our course; for several days 
the most diligent inquiry, the most persua- 
sive and ingenuous questions failed to elicit 
one vital fact—our destination. If any of 
the officers aboard the Olivette knew posi- 
tively where we were goin, they could not be 
cajoled or surprised into giving the informa- 
tion. In the early part of the trip bets were 
freely made on the chances of going to San- 
tiago. Everybody was talking Santiago, 
and for this very reason many doubted 
whether or not this could be the true desti- 
nation. We thought that the United States 
had adopted some of the deceptive tactics 
of the Spanish government and might have 
been giving out information to mislead. But 
finally everything began to point to Santiago. 
The belief im some quafters that we were 
to land close to Havana and establish a base 
of supplies quickly disappéared: On Thurs- 
day, June 16, we passed Havana Province 
and proceeded east by south along the 
north coast. On Friday morning we were 
abreast of Santiago Province, and then we 
knew we were bound either for Santiago or 


Puerto Rico. 


Fright for the Passengers. 


On Thursday morning Captain McKay, an 
old-time mariner in Southern seas, came 
aboard the Olivette from the Seguranca.

Put In at Inagua. 


Sunday morning broke, and found us a 

few miles from the Island of Inagua, which 
‘es in the Windward Passage, half way 
between Cuba and Hayti. We had sighted 
the shores of Cuba. We were probably 
twenty miles off the coast. A white mist 
overhung the land, and the undtlations of 
the hills appeared through the fog in lines 
of hazy blue. The shores of Santiago Prov- 
ince were more or less visible all Sunday. 
' The fleet deserted us some forty or fifty 
miles back. ‘Then, for the first time, ‘ve 
knew our destination positively, for the fleet 
had sheered to the southwest, and was 
rounding Cape Maysi, the furthermost 
point in eastern Cuba. This meant only one 
thing—Santiago. 

The Olivette put into the quiet waters of 
Mathewstown harbor for the purpose of 
watering the Gussie. We had also been 
told to look after the lumbering City of 
Washington, which had been left far behind, 
and was nowhere in sight. As soon as we 
had anchored a boat put off from the shore, 
and Customs Officer Dunstom came aboard. 
He had a talk with the Captain. Dunstom 
is a young Englishman, who has been five 
years on this little island. Our consular 
representative there, John Sargeant, did not 
appear to give us greeting. 

A bumboat brought fruit and 
The fruit was mostly pineapples from the 
native heath. They cost 10 cents each. The 
cigars came from Nassua, the capital of the 
British possessions in this locality, 300 miles 
away. They were in brown paper bundies 
in lots of 100, and cost a cent and a half each. 

We.staid in this port three hours, water- 
ing the Gussie. We discovered the City of 
Washington wabbling along miles away, 
and determined not to wait forit. Weagain 
put out to sea, with the Helena leading, and 
the Hornet bringing up in the rear. The 
City of Washington joined us last night. 

Sunday night we experienced the first 
genuine rough weather of the voyage. There 
was a good, strong breeze and a running 
sea. A blue wall of water confronted us 
through the windows of the main deck at 
every roll of the vessel. The decks became 
-slippery from the spray which dashed over 
the rail. A heavy, moist vapor saturated the 
clothing with dampness. Perspiration 
ceased, and this was real discomfort. It 
was a soft, tropical night. ‘In the Northa 
siege of such weather would cause an epl- 
demic of pneumonia. Here no one seem 
to experience any evil physical effects. 

We could not sleep in the quarters as- 
signed to*us in the hold, reeking with damp- 
‘ness and vile odors, and so, taking our blank- 
ets, we went to the main deck, where we 
made the best of an unhappy condition. 
The dining-room was a favorite sleeping 
place. The tables were overturned and made 
into bunks, while others found quarters on 
the narrow leather covered seat which runs 
around the room, The lurching of the vessel 
gave us little rest. 


: Trip Nearing Its End. 

At 10 o’clock Sunday night a stationary 
light was discovered off our port side. It was 
the lighthouse of Cape Maysi. We were 
nearing the end of our thousand mile trip. 
The distance between Inagua and Santiago 
$s 160 miles, and though our vessel was only 
making six or seven miles an hour we judged 
that we would reach our destination some 
time Monday. When we were roused from our 
sleep at 6 o’clock Monday morning we saw 
looming high through the white fog which 
continually envelopes Cuba thé purple 
heights of the mountain range La Sierra del 
Cubre. We were almost opposite one of 
the highest peaks in the range, La Gran 
Piedra, which is 1,508 meters in altitude. 
From its top the Island of Jamaica can be 
plainly seen. La Gran Piedra is put down on 
the maps as twenty-five miles from Santi- 
ago. 

An exciting arid amusing incident occurred 
this (Monday) morning at breakfast. It was 
highly relishable to see active warfare in- 
augurated in place of the threats and innu- 
endoes, which seemed to have become a part 
of our daily routine. We had been two weeks 
on the vessel and the confinement and mo- 
notony were making every one more or less 
morose and irritable. : 

Lieutenant J. H. Stacy, Twentieth Infan- 
try, is really the ranking officer of the ship. 
He had been doing recruiting duty and was 
only enabled to catch the Olivette at the 
last moment. Major Appel is the command- 
ing officer of the boat, but he is ranked by 
Lieutenant Stacy, who is a line officer. Of 
course there had been no reason why Lieu- 
tenant Stacy should desire to assume any 
technical rights which he might have, as he 
was received on board only by the courtesy 
of Major Appel. 


| 


Lieutenant Stacy had not | 


found life aboard a cantract ship engoyable. 


He was compelled to pay each day his regu- 
lan stipend to the Plant system for board, 
but the complication of authority aboard the 
ship had rendered the service negligent and 
hostile. No one seemed to care whether the 
passengers were waited on or not.. The Cap- 
tain of the boat felt that his responsibility 
ceased with the navigation of the ship. The 
other ship's officers took their cue from him, 
and the colored servants fell in line with 
@reat vim. 

Lieutenant Stacy bad his senge of dignity 
deeply wounded on several occasions by the 
neglect, real or imagined, of the servants. 
He had been saying just before breakfast 
that he intended to give the first negro who 
showed him any disrespect a sound beating. 
His opportunity came five miniites later. 
He seated himself at the tablé, gave an 
order to the negro waiter, which was éither 
ignored or replied to contemptuously. The 
Lieutenant jumped to his feet in-a rage, 
seized the man bythe throat, and was rap- 
idly ejecting him. from the dining-room 
when a crowd of waiters gathered around 
their struggling. comrade. Stacy released 
his victim, but he was whité with anger and 
eould hardly restrain himself from striking 
the man. The affair was over tn a few 


| seconds. The indignation of the Lieutenant 


was generally considered to be righteous. 
At 2 o’clock noon Monday, June 20, the 


Olivette arrived off Santiags. We were | 


about seventeen miles from the shore. The 
blue heights loomed big through the fog 
which hung over the beleaguered dity. We 
could see a dark patch, which was said to 
be the fleet of warships blockading the har- 


1 o'clock. It went within two miles and 
then lay to. It is said that General Garcia 
cepme aboard and hé 
General Shafter. Shortly afterward the 
Associated Press boat Dandy came along- 
side us. There was a grand rush on the 
part of correspondents to ask questions and 
get matl. At 5 o’clotk a mosquito boat came 
alongside and the Captain hawled through 
a megaphone for us to cruise to the south- 
west, all lights out, and keep our place 
the formation. 
The Olivette started and after making 
about ten’ miles. the signal\to lay to was 
_given. Here we rested for the night in the 
vicinity of thirty miles from Santiago. The 
soldiers were wearied of their 1,000-mile sea 
voyage. It seemed cruel to keep "them on 
water a minute longer than necessary. The 
water was getting bad and we were using 
the condenser on the Olivette. Seventeen 
horses had died on the Gussie and been 
thrown overboard. We heard from a newsg- 
paper tug that there were 45,000 Spaniards 
in Santiago. We did not believe it. There 
is no railroad conneetion or even a wagon 
road between Santiago and Havana. The 
Spaniards are making their gallery play at 
Havana. They could not bring such a large 
force to Santiago even if they so desired.

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HE MAKES DRUNKARDS OF _ 
PLANTS UNDER THE LENS. 


Dr. D’Evelyn of San Francisco Carries Out Remarkable 
Experiments as to the Effect of Alcohol 7 
on Vegetable Life. 


AN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 12.—[Spe- ' 
cial.]~—To Dr. Frederick W. D’Evelyn 
of St. Luke's Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco is due the credit of making 
an entirely new line of investigating 

For months past he has been. experiment- 
ing to learn the effect of alcohol upon plant 
and vegetable life. —- 

Alcohol is generally regarded as a pre- 
servative by the laity, and while this may 
be true as it relates to specimens of the 
animal or vegetable kingdoms in which life 
is extinct, Dr. D’Evelyn has clearly dem- 
onstrated that alcohol is the great destroyer 
of life when administered to the living 

lant as nourishment. His experiments 
om been carried on at his laboratory, 405 
Powell street, San Francisco, and have ex- 
tehded over a period of four or five months. 
He has not depended upon one experiment, 
but the results hé gives are attained by a 
series of trials. For instance, he does not 
conclude that if one onion shows a growth 
of six inches in thirty days, that every onion 
would do as well; and, on the other hand, 
others might do better. Species also have 
something to do with growth. 

He takes a dozen or more onions at one | 
time, and another dozen at another, and so 
on, and then strikes an average. His first 
€xpériments were with onions, and those 
experimented with were of the same spe- 
cles, and nearly alike as to size and weight. 
Each onion had been sprouted and the 
Sprouts in each case were equally within 
a small fraction of an inchinlength. Every 
precaution was iaken that the onions ex- 
perimented with should have a fair start. 

His experiments show that the sprouts 
of an onion growing in pure water will 
measure seven inches at the end of thirty 
day&; those growing in water containing 

per cent of alcohol will measure five and 

ne-fourth inches; those in 10 per cent of 
_ @leohol four inches; those in 15 per cent 
of alcohol two and three-fourths inches; 
and those in 20 per cent have only grown 
one inch, while the onion in 35 per cent has 
Withered and shows no signs of life. 
A microscopic examination reveals* the 
fact that the cell life of the onion has been 
interferéd with in proportion to the per- 
centage of alcohol in the water in which it 
Brew. The celis are contracted and the 
Walls much firmer—almost like tiny shells 
tn the plants fed with alcohol. To one 

familiar with vegetable cell life, as re- 
- ‘Vealed by the microsdope, the change is 
something most startling. The expert can 
by taking a peep through a microscope tell 
at & glance just what variety of cell life 
he is examining, but the cells of an alcohol- 
fed plant are so changed: that one would

He deducts from this that alcohol 
upsets the normal functions of plant life,’ 
€ven to the formation of the chlorophyll. or 
color pigments. This he demonstrates. not 
only by an analysis of the faded leaves or 
sprouts, which. show that the chlorophyll’is 
present in a degree much below normal, but 
when the bright, green, healthful onion 
sprouts are cut from the mother onion and 
placed in pure alcohol the chlorophyll is soon 
@xtracted. Three or four onion sprouts 
chipped into pieces about one inch in length 
and placed in alcohol begin to fade or bleach 
out in two days. The alcohol turns to a 
beautiful green in course of time, and be- 
_ omes in this case not créme de menthe, but 
créme de onion. 
4 That the alcohol has absorbed the color 
| pigments from the onion stalk is plain to 
the eye, and a microscopical examination. 
makes the matter more conclusive. The 
Same effects are produced by experiments 
With potatoes, cucumbers, and radishes. 

An experiment with curious results was 
that with cucumbers and radishes. A bright 
green cucumber and a brilliant red radish 
were ¢ach bound about with a narrow strip 
of cutton. Alcohol was applied to the cloth 
frequently enough to keep it moist at all 
times.. At the end of one week the band of 
cloth on the cucumber had taken on a de- 
cided green and that on the radish a bright 
red. Upon removing the cloth both the 
cucumber and the radish had around them 
e band of white. A microscopic examination 
revealed a total absence of chlorophyll where 
the cloth had lain, while that in the portion 
of the skin not touched by the alcohol re- 
‘mained intact. The cells composing the 
skin had contractéd and in most cases were 
quite dead. > 

To further demonstrate this fact a dozen 
or more radishes were suspended so that 
each radish was partly submerged. After 
a few days the alcohol began to take on a 
reddish appearance, and at the end of ten 
days it had changed to a briliant red, while 
the suspended radishes had bleached white 
only to the line of submersion. 


Experiments with Potatoes. 

In order te demonstrate just what effect 
gaicohol may have on the srogth of cells 
in the growing plants, Dr. D’Bvélyn has car- 
ried on extensive experiments with potatoes. 
A number were placed in water containing 
10 per cent alcohol, to which an amount of 
coloring matter had been added. It is 6 
curious phase of cell life that, while the col- 
oring matter shows in the new cells forme”. 
it does not show in those developed at the 
time of starting the experiment. By this 
means Dr. D’Evelyn learned that new cells 
formed were dwarfed in proportion to the 

rcentage of alcohol in the water or food. 
‘The alcocytic cells, as he terms them, were 
in every way deformed, as it were, and when 
the water carried over 30 per cent of alcoho) 
‘no new cells formed, and a higher percentage 
caused the potato not only to die but to lose 
in weight. | 
_ From a series of experiments with onions, 
potatoes, and turnips placed in pure alcohol 
Dr. D’Evelyn learns that the onion loses 
p _ 83.50. per cent, the potato 40.05, and the 
{ turpiy 42.75. It is noticeable that the de- 
3 crease in weight is in proportion to the 
amount of water contained in the two. The 
 . turnip, the cells of which are made up large- 

ly of water, loses almost one-half in weight.

Siar to that found in the corpuscles in the 

blood of an habitual drunkard. In fact, his 

first line of experiments was with the human 

_ blood, end he claims that alcohol has a 
’ @eteriorating effect on the human blood, and 
the continued use will:bring about a blood 
condition in: which the corpuscles are small 
and contracted, and quite different from 
thoge in the blood of a healthy, sober man. 

He claims that the corpuscles when acted 
“upon by alcohol do not nourish the nerve 
system properly, and it is this craving of 

the nerve for stimulants or food that creates 
the appetite for alcoholic drinks. He then 
experimented with animals, -particularly. 
horses, and found that by continually dosing 
them with whisky he could create what he 
'@alls alcocytes in the blood. It is by re- 

mtoring the blood to its normal condition 
that he cures drunkenness. 
Dr. D’Evelyn has been eminently success- 
ag in curing the liquor habit in man, but

He has demonstrated this fact pretty clear- 
ly, and his argument has made such an im- 
pression that some months ago Secretary 
Kane of the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, together with the Rev. Mr. Crowley, 
had Dr. D’Evelyn try his vaccination process 
for the prevention of drunkenness upon the 
children born of alcoholic parentage. These 
children had been committed to the Youth's 
Directory, and had developed a tendency 
to indulge their growing appetite for in- 
toxicants at every opportunity. Several 
months have passed and not one of the 
children treated by Dr. D’Evelyn has shown 
the least inclination to indulge in spirituous 
drinks, although purposely given any num- 
ber of opportunities by the managers of the 
institution. Dr. D’Evelyn has demonstrated 
the truth of his theory that drunkenness is 
hereditary by many of his experiments on 
plant life. From potatoes and onions that 
he has grown for a time by feeding them 
with a low. percentage of alcohol, he has 
raised other potatoes and onions. The new 
crops show that the effect of the alcohol

not in quite so marked a degree, while the 
third growth shows the trace of alcoholic 
effects, but a stronger tendency to resume 
normal conditions. 3 

The effect of the alcohol upon the parent 


plant is not lost until the fourth and some- 


times even the fifth generation, and then 
only in cases where the plant has been fed 
on less than 6 per cent alcohol. Onions and 
potatoes that have been fed for thirty days 
with 20 per cent alcohol refuse to propagate, 
and the plants grown from those that have 
been fed on 10 per cent alcohol were puny 
and weak, and in the case of the potatoes, 
while the stalks were fairly healthy, the 
tubers were small and few in number. 

It is a well-known fact that plants live and 
thrive not only by absorption from the soil 
by the roots but by inhalation by the leaves. 
Dr. D’Evelyn has experimented to learn the 
effect of alcohol when taken into the plant 
by either and both processes. To feed the 
plant by the roots is an easy matter, but 
to feed it by inhalation is a little more 
troublesome. His first experiments in this 
line were With water grasses that thrive and 
flourish in water alone and without soil. 
To experiment along this line, he covers 
the growing plant with a glass globe, the 
edges of which are immersed in water; then 
with the air pump exhausts the air chamber. 
The vacuum is‘ filled gith vaporized alcchol 
fed from a retort. Within three days the 


plants begin to change from a bright, healthy | 


green to a lighter color, and at the end of 
ten days the thinner leaves have turned toa 
dull yellow, and the thicker ones begin to 
show marked changes. Before the month is 
out the lighter leaves have died, and the 
others are in the course of decay. A 
microscopie examination reveals the fact 
that the-cell life has undergone a severe 
struggle between the efforts of the food 
taken by the roots to rebuild and the alcohol 
inhaled by the leaves to destroy it. In 
the end the alcohol triumphed and the 
death of the’ plant followed. All the 
chlorophyll from the leaves had been ab- 
sorbed and the cell formation generally 
broken up, and the -sap sacks had fortified 
themselves by throwing up thick walls 
around themselves and shutting off com- 
munication one with another. These sap 
sacks, however, were soon dehydrated by 
the alcohol, and when this ensued every 
vestige of life had gone from the leaf. 
After his long line of investigation Dr. 
D’Evelyn deduces and makes the broad and 
novel aSsertion that life is not blood, but 
water. Hé claims that water is the oné 


eommon element which feeds the corpuscles 


of the blood in man or animal, and is the 
one element that carries food and provides 
life to the vegetable kingdom. A, chemical 
analysis demonstrates that man is composed 
of water, varying from 55 per cent in the 
bones to 85 per cent in the brain, and that 
in the vegetable kingdom the water per- 
centage is much higher, in some cases run- 
ning over 90 per cent. He claims that what- 
ever tends to lessen the amount of water 
contained in man or vegetable tends to a 
destruction of c@jl life, and to that extent is 
the man or vegetable diseased. 


Large Percentage of Loss. 

Alcohol has a wonderfu! aftinity for water, 
as every one knows, and Dr. D’Evelyn claims 
that it is the power of the alcoho! to de- 
hydrate, or take the water out of the plant 
or animal life cells, thatis destructive. lis 
experiments in this direction bear out his 
theory that the continued use of alcohol de- 
hydrates the blood of the habitual drunkard 
to such an extent that the blood corpuscles 
do not furnish the proper nourishment to the 
‘perve system, and [t is the craving of the 
nerves for food that creates the desire for 
stimulants. Dr. D’Evclyn’s theory is not 
that the man who drinks the most water or 
the plant that absorbs the must is neces- 
sarily the most healthful. His theory fs ap- 
plied entirely to the water contained in-the 
célls that are the cemponent parts which 
go to make up blood, flesh, muscle, and bone 
in the animal kingdom; or fiber, pulp, and 
chlorophyll in vegetable life. To dehydrate 
any of these is to bring about decay or dis- 
ease, and if persisted in death follows. 


~ Dr. D’'Evelyn makes the novel and radical 


statement that water is the source of life in 
either the animal or vegetable kingdom, and 
all his experiments tend to prove this. He 
has calculated that man, animal, or plant 
lives, moves, and has its growth in propor- 
— to the life-giving element therein— 
water. | 
Alcohol] is, in Dr. D’Evelyn’s opinion, the 
great destroyer of cell life. He says: “In 
either form of investigation, whether in the 
vegetable orsanimal kingdem, a grave 
change*has been produced inthecell. These 
cells, whether in birds, fishes, or mammals, 
have demonstrated a.similar or like reaction. 
“The results Go not depend upon the in- 
tegrity of the reaction, but rather on the 
éssential fonction of the organization which 
was especially infitenced. That is to say, 
if the digestive system of a bird was more 
directly placed under the dehydrating. ef- 
fects of alcohol, the departure in the bird's 
norma) condition was in direct proportion to 
the complication brought about by the action 
of the alcohol. If this actjon was persisted 
in, the assimilation of food being prevented, 
the bird was reduced toan atomic condition. 
Then, again, when the blood, which is es- 
sentially a cellular tissue, each corpuscle of 
which bears a close relationship in its indi- 
viduality to the lower unicellular forms of 
life, shows a marked change when dehy- 
@rated with alcohol.”

MALL wonder is it that the United

an atlas. The islands are one of the greatest 
might-have-beens Spain has ever pos- 
sessed—and Spain has had plenty of them.

Once a year the Spanish Governor heard by 


way of Manila what was going on in the. 


outside world; once a year the outside 
world, if it felt any curiosity, had a chance 
to learn what was going on in the islands. 
The La@rones returned no revenue to Spain; 
they reteived nothing from that country. 
Under Spanish rule, Spanish cruelty, and 
Spanish abuse their population dwindled 
from over 60,000 to about 8,000. Vessels 
cleared for them occasionally—cleared for 
Guam, but they never got to Guam, never 
even started for it. Clearing for Guam on 
the Pacific is equivalent to refusing to tell 
where one is going. Guns defended the sea- 
port—still defend it, though the Spanish 
Governor had no powder—antique guns, 
descended from the days of the past. Some 
are old enough to have fired on Drake when 
he forced his way into the Pacific. 

And yet the islands are fertile. Like all 
the Pacific islands they perhaps may be 
made producers of wealth. And Uncle Sam, 
now he ‘owns them, may find them a source 
of revenue, 

When Magellan in 1541, stumbling around 
the world in his stubby boats, reached 


north latitude 13° and longitude east 144°, 


he found a chain of fifteen little tropical 
islands straggling across the ocean. He 


named them the Ladrones, because his ex-. 


-periencé led him to believe that the nativés 
were all thieves. The name has always 
clung to them, though it was changed to 
Mariana out of compliment to the widow 
of Philip IV. of Spain. This Queen, zealous 
in the practice of the Catholic religion, sent 
missionaries to the islands, and their reports 
show that there was then a population of 
about 60,000 people. Then commenced the 
peculiar methods of Spanish colonization 
and the population in 1871 had decreased to 
about 8,000 souls, ; 
These fifteen islands, divided into two 
groups, have a total area of 417 square 
miles. The northern group of ten islands are 
uninhabited, while the five of the southern 
group, Guahan, Rota, Aguigan, Tinian, and 
Saypan. contain all the population there is 
On Guahan is situated the only town col- 
ony, San Ignacio de Agafia, and the fortified 


harbor of Umata, navigable only to small. 


boats. 

The te of the Ladrones is salubrious 
and t yegetation luxuriant. Asin all. 
tropical regions, the products of the islands 


palms, rice, 
maize, sugar, tobacco, cotton, indigo, bread- 
fruit, bananas, and castor oil. Through long 
continued oppression, which seems to be 
chafacteristic of Spanish colonizing effort, 
the natives have become extfemely indolent 
and careless, and as a consequence agri- 
culture is almost.entirely neglected. Nature 
has endowed the islands with an unsurpass 

climate and soil for the growing of tropica 
products, but for many years commercial 
effort has been almost entirely abandoned, 


and as a consequence Spain has not derived 


a single peseta of revenue from this part of 
her dominions. For the information of those 
who contemplate trying their fortunes in 
these islands, it may be said on authority of 
such publications as have emanated from the 
Royal Geographical society and the Nauticed 
society of Great Britain, and from an- 
thropological and historical sources, that the 
Ladrone Islands are replete in soil, climate, 
and water, and well calculated to make 
abundant returns for reasonable effort. Not 
only. are the crops of indigenous products 
generous in quantity, but the quality is of a 
high standard, and the wonder is that Spain 
with her grab-all policy in her colonies 
has allowed the islands to retrograde to such 
a condition as to be non-revenue producing. 
The only explanation is that so far as the 
natives are concerned Spain has sucked the 
orange dry and the people realize the futility

of trying to make any headway under Span- 
ish dominion, 

The present population of the islands is 
totally different to what it was when they 
were discovered by Magellan. They con- 
sist now of a mixture of the original Chamor- 
ros, of Taga] settlers from the Philippines, 
and of a mixed race formed by the union of 
the Spaniards and Chamorros. They are 


«lazy and indolent, poor as Job, and despite 


the fact that the Jesuit missionaries have 
operated in this field for many years their 
morals are indifferent. Little or nothing has 
been done to improve their social or intel- 


} lectual condition, and so far as religion and | 
| eduation go they have Been allowed to fall | 


into a deplorable condition. On the Island of; 


Saypan there is a colony from the Carolina 
Islands, and these people are more active and 
thrifty than the natives. They have founded 
a Village, Garapan, and show every evidence 
of taking advantage of superb natural con- 
ditions. ‘Communication between the La- 
drones and the outside world is maintained 
by a yearly mail from Manila, so that itis

little known. In the heyday of Spanish 
colonization, when her galleons were plying 
the seas of the world in search of riches and 
new places to conquer, constant communica- 
tion was kept up between the Ladrones and 
the coast of Mexico. But now Spain has 
nothing to gothere for. She has managed to 
kill off the greater part of the population, 
she has taken everything in sight, and re- 
duced the few remaining inhabitants to a 
condition of practical servitude. But the 
natural conditions still exist for the raising 
of such produce as will find an easy market 
in the United States, and it may be taken 
for granted that American thrift and com- 
mercial energy will Dring the tshands to a 
state of perfection. | 

There is little known concerning the native. 
history of the individual islands. Modern 
research began with the visit of Commodore 
Anson, who landed on the Island of Tinian in 
August, 1742. Byron visited the Ladrones 
in 1765, Wallisin 1767, and Crozet in 1772. 
During present century Freycinet in 
1829 gave much additional knowledge, as did 
Sanchez y Zayas in 


Exposed during the so-called dry season, 
from October to May, to the regular north- 
east trade winds, the Marianas receive their 
most abundant rains from the moist south- 
west currents, which prevail dufing the 
four summer months, from June to Sepcem- 
ber. But moisture is precipitated at all 
times,’ and the streams are everywhere co- 
pious except where absorbed by the porous 
calcareous soil and volcanic scorim. The 
destruction of the forests has also reduced 
the rainfall and rendered the freshets more 
sudden and the droughts more protracted. 

The indigenous flora, consisting-chiefly of 
Asiatic species, har mostiy disappeared, and 
the present vegetation has been mainly in- 
troduced by man in recent times. Here, as 
in most tropical islands, the prevailing forms 


pare the cocoanut palm and the rima, or bread 


tree. The only indigenous mammal is the 
large ‘‘ Kiraudren”’ bat, the flesh of which 
is eaten by the natives, notwithstanding its. 
disagreeable odor. There are but few spe- 
cies of birds, and the paroquets, so richly 
represented in the Moluccas, are totally ab- 
sent. Even insects are rare, and the reptile 
order is limited to a few kinds of lizards and 
a single species of serpent. 

~ When first visited by Europeans the archi- 


pelago..was found to contain a considerable 


population. The Chamorros, unjustly stig- 
matized by Magellan as Ladrones, or rob- 
bers, appear to have been akin to the Tagals, 
at least in.speech; but the physical appear- 
descendants would lead

Then came the epidemics, which swept away. 
most of the natives of Guam, and when they 
were replaced by compulsory immigration 
from Tinian nearly all the new arrivals per- 
ished of inanition: Tiniam had been entirely 
depopulated without any advantage to Guam. 

In 1760 the population of the Marianas 
had been reduced to 1,654 souls, and it was 
then that recourse was had to Tagal col- 
onists from the Philippinea, who absorbed 
most of the surviving aborigines.. In 1875 
not more than 600 in a total population of 
nearly 9,000 were regarded as of more or: 
less pure Chamorro stock. In Guam are 


concentrated six-sevenths of a!l the inhab- 


‘itants, who have steadily ‘increased since 
the outbreak of measles in 1856. The north- 
ern islands are occupied only by a few fam- 
ilies, engaged in fishing; Tinian has only a 
single village and a community of lepers; 
Rota and Sayan have each not more than a 
few hundred souls. 

The natives of the Marianas have fallen 
off in culture as well as in numbers; al- 
though baptized and capable of reading 
Spanish, they have forgotten the industries 
practiced by, their forefathers. Agriculture 
has greatly deteriorated, the art of pottery 
has disappeared, the woven fabrics are 
coarser than formerly, the perfectly sym- 
metrical. houses seen by Anson in Tinian 
are no longer constructed, and rude canoes 
have replaced the beautiful outriggers ad- 
mired by the early navigators. Anson's crew 
calculated that this craft could make twen- 
ty knots an hour running before a brisk 
trade wind; when driven from their proper 
route they often reached islands lying at 
great distance from the Marianas. 

Agafio, capital of the archipelago, on the 
northwest coast of Guam, contains more 
than half of the population, as well as all 
the political prisoners banished to tits 
region. The port is accessible only to small 
boats, and the postal service in Manila is 
made only once in the twelvemontnh. . 

The government of the Marianas ie mili- 
tary, the garrison consisting of 800 nativ 
recruited by conscription. The clusters o 
“islets, such as Parry and Volcano, scattered 
over the northern waters in the direction of 
the Ogasavara, or Bonin group, belonging to 


Japan, are nearly all uninhabited. On many 


marine charts they are still designated by 
the collective name of the Magellan Archi- 
pelago, but their total area scarcely exceeds 
forty square miles.

- “* Some of the m@st desperate men in gucr- 
rilla warfare were those who tried to stay at 
home during the civil war to care for help- 
less ones, or who, having gone to the front, 
returned from time to time to look after 
their homes. Sometimes they fotind ashes 
where their homea stood. The people of the 
home were not to be found, or, if found, 
they were naked and hungry, and now end 
then one would be found whose reason had 
beén overthrown. Then the returned soldier 
lay in wait in the woods. He skulked by 
night. When the weather permitted he lay 
down to sleep by day in the tall grass of the 
prairie. After he had lived in this way a 
little while, after he had comforted his feel- 
ing of revenge by the results of some un- 
erring shots, and woujd have been willing to 
call it even, he found that he was proscribed. 
He knew he was hunted. He knew that 
whatever he had of kin, wherever it was 
found, would be made to suffer for his sake.

ARIS, July 9.—[Special Correspond- 
Le vernissage (varnishing 
day), the first exhibition of the year’s 
paintings at the Academie, and the 
Grand Prix races at Longchamps have 
sed in quick succession and have sounded 
the keynote for the season's fashions, which, 
to judge from the toilettes displayed at these 
important social events, are manifold as they 
are artistic.

GOOD YEAR FOR THE PACKERS. 


Annual Output of Canned Goods in 
This Country Estimated to Be 
1,500,000,000 Pieces. 


The present year promises to be an ex- 
ceptionally good one for the canned goods 
industry of the United States. This has 
now reached tremendous proportions, the 
yearly output being estimated at 1,500,000,- 
000 cans of all kmds of vegetables, fruits, 
and meats. The native product of today 
has reached a degree of excellence which 
admits of no superior the world over. It 
has taken many years and much labor and 
money to reach the present high plane of 
perfection, 

Time was, so the experts say, when cheap- 
ness, not quality, was the object sought 
for by the packers. This has been com- 
pletely changed about. Today it is qual- 
ity that insures success. Year after year 
packers have been engaged in improv- 
ing every process of putting up goods. The 
farmer 
and put through a course of sprouts. 
Everything connected with the planting, 
cultivating, and ripening of vegetables and 
frults was incorporated in fron-bound rules, 
which the farmer had to follow or lose the 
sale of his stuff. Next, improvement in the 
manner of handling the raw product and in 
cooking it was brought about. Hand-made 
tins were supplanted by a machine-made 
article; tin cans were put aside in many 
cases and glass used for reasons of health 
and appearance. Great care is used in 
keeping clean every portion of the canning 
factory. There is one of the largest con- 
cerns in the business which employs over a 
thousand girls. Each one of these has a 
special uniform, which ‘s worn while at 
work in the factory. This is required to 
be kept in the neatest condition possible. 
Every Saturday three or four barrels of 
soft soap are required in the scrubbing and 
cleaning of the floors and woodwork. Sim- 
jlar conditions obtain in all the establish- 
ments which have a reputation for turnirg 
out the better grade of goods. 

It is said that tomatoe. put up in tin cans 
have been known to eat through the tin in 
the course of time. This has caused 
glass jars to be looked upon-with increas- 


ing favor by those putting up this particu- 


lar kind of vegetable. In fact, glass jarsare 
coming more into use every day. The Eng- 
lish trade is decidedly fastidious In its re- 
quirements, and goods put up for export to 
the English market meet with the best suc- 
cess when put up in glass jars, with care as 
to the appearance of the goods when placed 
on exhibition tn stores. The same is true 
of the better class of trade in this coun- 
try. Canned peas have been brought to a 
pont of flavor, size, color, and tenderness 
outrivaling the French article. Imports 
from France have been decreasing at a 
rapid rate for a number of years, almost in 
the same ratio with which the native prod- 
uct. has been growing in popular favor. 
While the canning industry will be found 
in many of the States of the union, there 
are a few which have become famous in 
this particular. Among them are Maine, 
New York, Maryland, California. Mlinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan, and Oregon. One 
is celebrated for corn, another for peas, an- 
other for fruit, and:so on. 

The big wholesalers and jobbers of canned 
goods now have a label which they put on 
all goods handled by them, and which stands 
as a guanrantee of excellence and quality. 
These labels are sent to the packers from 
whom the goods are purchased, and are 
put on instead of the regular packers’ label. 
As a general rule the firms who have these 
special brands secure the best stock in the 
market.

that impelléd them to secrecy, but rather the 
feeling that they should not: ‘cast their 
pearls before swine.” You would mot give 
a diamond to one who would crush and ‘de-. 
stroy it. Now it is time to declare openly to 
the world the mysteries which the ancient 
Rosicrucians held in secret. -Christ said: 
‘There is nothing done in secret that shail 
not be*made public, that shall not be re- 
vealed and brought to light.’ ”:

During the time of James the First and 
down through the reign of Charles the Sec- 
ond the singular doctrines of the Rosicru-. 
cians excited keen controversy in England 
and Europe. Robert Flodd, a famous mem- 
ber of the ordet, was its ablest “‘ apologist.” 
They were called the Hermetic Philosophers, 
because of their habits of secrecy. They 
were believed not only to practice magic and 
the black art, but to know the secret of 
transmuting the baser metals into gold and 
the secret of perpetual youth. The idea of 
the “ Wandering Jew ” is supposed to have 
originated In their claims to know the secrets 
of perpetual life. The name Rosicrucians, 
or Knights of the Rosy Cross, is in honor of 
Christian Rosenkreutz, who instituted the 
order in 1459. He was not the originator of 
its principles, but gave impetus to their re- 
naissance, There is much romantic and 
‘mystical writing concerriing the Rosicru- 
cians. The poets Shelley and Keats, as was 
algo Leigh Hunt, were imbued with their 
mysticism. In recent years the world has 
heard but little concerning them, and the 
sudden revival of theirename and principles 
in a Chicago society is interesting.

‘Importance of the Mark to Collectors— 


Genuine Article Is Cheap 
Now. 


The decision defining “‘ Dresden” china as 
that manufactured at the royal factory at 
Meissen, coming as it does immediately after 
Mr. De Rutzen’s decision in favor of the 
Royal Worcester Porcelain company in the 
case brought by them for the protection of 
the “‘ square mark,” should be of the great- 
est importance to inexperienced collectors 
of china, and cannot be too widely known 
and appreciated. Let us hope that by the 
application of the merchandise marks act 
this traffic in spuriously-marked china will 
be seriously hindered, if not stopped. 

* There are, however, one or two points 
which are not clear from any of the press 
reports of the case which I have seen, and I 
crave your indulgence of a small space to 
mention these, 

Really old Dresden china and old Worces- 
ter of the best periods are purchased by 
collectors not on account of the marks they 


characteristic qualities or merits which are 
sought after by these collectors. If they 
have all these—form, color, execution, and 
also bear the mark—so much the better, and 
if the mark is one more rarely used by the 
factory it is prized the more, but with really 
highly valued specimens the mark is only a 


value. 

With regard to the imitations sold by un- 
scrupulous dealers it is different. The mark 
leads the “ bargain hunter” who has little 
or no actual knowledge to purchase a piece 
of china for a few shillings or pounds which 


what the mark represents it to be, would 
be of great value. 

Again, one would think from the reports 
of the Harrod’s Stores case that a piece of 
real Dresden china must necessarily be of 
considerable price. Asa matter of fact, the 
Royal Meissen Factory of today makes an 
enormous quantity of reproductions of its 
old models at commercial] prices—plates and 
cups and saucers from two shillings each, 
and groups and figures from a few shillings 
upward. For instance, the price of a real 
Dresden candelabrum of about the size and 
description of the Thuringian copy in court 
the other day would be less than £3 if pur- 
chased from an importer of Dresden china 
from Meissen. 

It is only the old Dresden of the period 
previous to 1814 (when the Manolini period 
ceased) which commands high prices, and 
of this the best time is that from about 1715 
time ate of hgh

NTO the bouné@iess ocean of American 
patriotism a thoughtless girl with faith 
in human nature, hope for the cause of 
Cuba Libre, and charity for the wound- 
ed United States soldiers cast a dime. 
At first only a faint ripple appeared on the 
gurface, but quickly it increased to a tiny 
wave. Gradually the wave swelled unti! it 


‘became a mighty surge, only to grow quick-

Preparing for the Flood. 


.Mr. Morgan, as has been mentioned, ts a 
retired banker and is quick at figures and 
accustomed to handling great sums of 
money. What he said to his well-meaning 
relative is not recorded,. but he instantly 
cleared his summer home for action. He 
changed his comfortable library into a tem- 
porary postoffice and hired two delivery 
wagons from the village livery to cart the 
letters home twice a day. Within a few 
days letters addressed to Miss Schenck 
jumped from 2,000 to 6,000aday. Then they 
rose to 15,000 a day, and at last reports the 
end seemed further away than ever. 

But this is from the point of view of the 
Morgan house. How. about the postoffice 
and its overworked postmaster?

Write Letters of Inquiry. 


The mere handling of Miss Schenck's 
patriotic mail is not all of Postmaster Dow- 
Gen’s troubles. He is being stormed by 
letter-writers from all over the country and 
Canada wanting to know all about Miss 
Schenck’s endless chain scheme and demand- 
ing full particulars about the young wom- 
an’s social standing and financial integrity. 
Most of these letters contain stamps for 
reply, and unless the postmaster answers 
them individually he is placed in the em- 
barrassing position of being accused of con- 
fiscating the stamps. Postage sent for this 
purpose has already yielded the govern- 
ment $600. To treat everybody fairly the 
postmaster has had a stamp made bearing 
the words, “Schenck letter O. K.,” and 
sends each letter of inquiry back to its 


| owner bearing that label. 


Notable people are caught in the coils of 
the endless chain, and letters from promi- 
nent men and women are being received in 
large numbers. Miss Schenck has received 
one from Mrs. McKinley containing a dime. 
Another is from Mrs. James A. Garfield. 
President McKinley found time to get in the 
list with his dime, and former Vice Presi- 
dent Levi P. Morton promptly forwarded his 
dime, as did every member of his family. 

Meanwhile the Ice Plant auxiliary, the 
beneficiary of this remarkable project, is by 
né means getting the worst of it. Early last 
week $900 was turned over to its treasurer, 
and .on succeeding days $500 more was se- 
cured. The sum may serve to show the pres- 
ent enormity of Miss Schenck’s mail. Grant- 
ing that every ‘letter contained the dime 
asked for, it would require 14,000 letters to 
make up the sum. But it is estimated that 
only about one letter in five contains money. 
Therefore, carrying out the computation, 
the present contribution to the ice fund is 
made up of the gleanings of a little corre- 
spondence of 70,000 letters. To convey these 
letters to Babylon the government has re- 
ceived the sum of $1,400 in postage stamps 
alone. 

Hopes to Break the Chain. © 

These brief computations were made last 
Wednesday, when the mail, which poured 
into the Morgan home at Babylon, L. L., was 
still small enough to be within the grasp of 
human conception. It is obvious that the 
figures given are a mere bagatelle when com- 
pared with what will be received during the 
coming week, unless the strenuous efforts 
being put forward to break the chain suc- 
ceed. Miss Schenck has advertised in the 
Eastern papers asking her patriotic corre- 
spondents to desist in the name of peace and 
harmony. If they fail to do so the combined 
daity mail of Chicago, New York, and Bos- 
ton will be less than the train loads of mis- 
sives which will pour in Mr. Morgan’s sum- 
Indeed, the situation may be- 
come so grave that the government will be 
forced to intervene to check the ceaseless 
flood. 

‘A few moments’ practicaltest with figure 
will quickly show theawful possibilities which 
may lie in store for Miss Schenck, the Ice 


Plant auxiliary of the Red Cross, and the 


overworked and nearly frantic postmaster of 
Babylon, L. I., although even now the fig- 
ures grow so rapidly that they quickly pase 
the point of calculation or comprehension.

Many, too— 
again with the exception of Miss Schenck— 
know of the man who, for an evening’s di- 
version, decided to place a grain of corn on 
one square of a checker board, doubling the 
total on each successive square. The man 
soon discovered that he would be forced to 
charter a freight train to secure the required 
number of kernels of corn and therefoee 
gave up the experiment. But these two 
projects of popular fiction, enormous as are 
their possibilities, lapse into insignificance 
when compared with Miss Schenck’s patri- 
otic letter chain in aid of wounded soldiers. 


Some Test Computations. 


Suppose an attempt were made to calcu- 
late the amount of money that would be col- 
lected by the series, if the chain was allowed 
to run its course. By the time the calcula-

tion reaches the twenty-fifth series the fig- — 


ures grow appalling. Counting alone the 
letters numbered twenty-five, at 10 cents 
each, the sum of $112,671,532,388,966.40 would 
be received, providing the chain was not 
broken. Supposing, again, the earth’s pop- 
ulation to be.4,000,000,000 people, each per- 
son would receive about 250,000 letters num- 
bered “25” and would be compelled to 
write 1,000,000 each, labeled ‘*‘ 26."" With the 
money derived from these sent back to Miss 
Schenck, the originator of the scheme, reck- 
oning current prices of ice without discount, 
our valiant soldier boys in Cuba would find 
themselves in possession of a solid glacier 
ninety-five miles long, nineteen miles wide, 
and two miles deep. 

Fhe foregoing deduction will be sufficient 
to illustrate the endless possibilities which 
await Miss Schenck. With the chain only 
one-fourth run out, the results are ridicu- 
lous. Continuing through the chain in ge- 
ometrical progression, natural conditions 
quietly enter to interrupt continued compu- 
tation. With the figures representing the 
seventy-fifth chain it is doubtful if a single 
sheet of paper could be found large enough 


to hold the results, and to obtain those re-. 


sults would require the forfeit of valuable 
years of a man’s life.

Queer European’ Club of 
Lovers of the:Pipe. 


HOLD REGULAR CONTESTS. 


Winner Is He Who Takes Longest 
‘to Consume Tobacco. 


DESCRIPTION OF A “MEET.” 


E queerest thing in all Europe,’’ 
said a Chicago man just back from 
abroad—" the queerest thing in all 
Europe, and I Say it with the cer- 
tainty of firm conviction, is the 
Rookersclub of Bruges. In the ‘vulga 
parlance of the streets, it’s ‘ worth going 
miles to see.’ 

‘*Its members meet at stated intervals and 
It has no parallel 
as far as I know in this country or any- 
The contest is unique, the 
palm of victory being awarded to the one 


: who takes the most time in smoking a cer- 
tain amount of tobacco without letting his 


light once go out. 


“The Rookersclub held its sessions at 


» the Café Crenenburg in the Grande place. 


Here gather the contestants and common 
smokers, who puff contentedly at their 
pipes while they watch the contest for su- 
premacy. The café is open to all. It con- 
tains tables and a bar topped with white 
marble. On one of the tables and in front 
of the chair 6f the President of the club 
is a pair of scales for the weighing of the 
tobacco. Here, too, are arranged the books 
and archives of the society, and a bell with 
which the President governs the smokers. 
The room, in addition, contains a number 


of costly and rare pipes, some of them of 


great age, which are the most precious pos- 
sessions of the singular club. 


Rules of the Contest. 


“When all the contestants are assembled 
the secretary of the club announces the con- 
ditions of the contest and states the rules 
governing it. Each man is to be given a 
given amount of tobacco that is determined 
by weight by the President, and that one is 
to be declared the victor who takes up the 
most time while smoking the tobacco given 
him. When a pipe goes out the smoker is 
out of the race. wT 

“The contestants carefully examine their 
pipes while the President performs the im- 
portant function of weighing out the neces- 
sary quantities of tobacco. Meanwhile the

‘One minute—Ralf a 
onds,’ and then at the sound of the bell each 
contestant lights his pipe at the same time 
and they ‘ are off.’ 

“The first few puffs are sharp and vigor- 
ous, for the whole success of the contest de- 
pends upon the manner in which the pipe 
is start Then each man settled down 
comfortaDly into his chair and gives his 
whole attention to the race. 7 

“Once under way, the men settle to the 
contest and consume as little of the precious 


| tobacco as possible consistent with keeping 


their pipes under way. There is no danger 
of such smokers dying of nicotine poisoning 
or of exhausting the visible supply of to- 


co. 

** The President, who acts as referee, keeps 
his eyes fixed on the pipes, ready at any mo- 
ment to strike the bell that declares one of 
the smokers out of the running. Not a 
word, or even a smile, escapes the smokers, 
for such diversions would be at the expense 
of several grains of the fuel of their pipes. 

** The race I saw had scarcely been started 
when the sound of the bell warned the crowd 
some one was ‘ out ofit.’ It proved to be the 
proprietor of the Café Craenenburg, who 
had previously boasted of his valor in former 
contests. 

“** My pipe pulled too hard,’ was his ex- 


“Laughter Is Expensive. 

»™A general laugh went up at the ex- 
pense of the discomfited proprietor and most 
of the contestants caught the infection and 
were merry at the expanse of two or three 
grains of their tobacco Only two, a big 
man and a somewhat smaller individual, re- 
tained their gravity and thus gained a lead 
on their more susceptible competitors, which 
was never overcome. 

“The struggle for supremacy became 
more exciting. The President became more 
and more watchful as the time approached 
and passed the half hour mark. The sec- 
ond man to lose control of his pipe and so 
be declared out of the running was discov- 
ered by the vigilant presiding officer at the 
end of the thirty-sixth minute. 

‘During the next four minutes the bell 
sounded incessantly and numerous con- 
testants were jeeringly advised to ‘ go get 
a light.’ At the endof fifty minutes only 
seven smokers remained; Ten minutes 
later, four were left. When the watch 
showed eight minutes after the hour there 
were only two, the big and the little man 
who had not laughed when the proprietor of 
the café had been ruled out. 

‘* Excitement ran as high as at a cocking 
main. The members of the Rookersclub 
crowed around the two who remained. The 
different phases of the race were discussed 
and words of encouragement addressed to 
the two smokers by their adherents. 

** Both smoked on for a time undisturbed 
and apperently unheedful of the remarks 
being made all around them. At last the 
big man looked nervous and gave evidence 
of having come to the end of his string. He 
tried to keep in the race, but in vain, and 
was ruled out at the conclusion of eighty- 
three minutes’ continuous smoking.

UNCLE SAM'S RELATIONTO 
POWERS OF EUROPE. 


Ex-Attache Draws a Lesson from the Experience of Nations 
Which, in the Past, Have Allowed Outsiders 
to Interfere in Their Business. 


O the people of this country, as well as 
the friends of the United States on 
yonder side of the ocean, one of the 
most gratifying utterances made by 
President McKinley is the declara- 

tion that he would permit no foreign power 
to intervene between his government and 
that of Spain with a view to the conclusion 
of the war, and that any demands for peace 
must be addressed by Spain herself direcily 
to Uncle Sam without affording the slightest 
pretext to any ruler of the Old World to act 
as broker in the matter or to Cemand the 
usual territorial fees for services thus ren- 
dered. 

This statement on the part of the President 


js all the more timely as, now that the end 


of the conflict is in sight, a disposition is 
apparent at Berlih, St. Petersburg, Paris, 
and in other continental capitals to subject 
any demands which the United States may 
make upon Spain as conditions of peace to 
the same “shaving down ’’ process by the 
great powers as that to which so many other 
treaties >f ace have in times past. been 
subjec wd. : fact, it ts asserted in dis- 
patctes .rom Burope that an, agreement 

already been entered inté by France, 
Germany, Russia, and Austria with a view 
to the organization of an international con- 
gress, to meet either at Berlin or Paris, for 
the purpose of discussing and deciding just 


which of the demands made upon Spain by 


the United States should be conceded to the 
latter and which rejected. 

The congress in question would, it is men- 
tioned, work on the same lines as that which 
met in 1878 in the German capital to revise 
the treaty of San Stefano, which marked 
the conclusion of the sanguinary war be- 
tween Turkey and Russia, and the mere 
reference by the European powers to this 
Berlin congress of 1878 in connection with 
the one which they propose to summon for 
deaiing with the Spanish-American treaty of 
peace constitutes a pretty trustworthy in- 
dication that they look forward to meting 
out the same shabby treatment to the United 
States as that which fell to the share of 
Russia exactly twenty years ago. 


Germany Defied the Powers. 

It is. worthy of note that with the excep- 
tion of the treaty of Frankfort, which 
brought to a close the memorable struggle 
between Germany and France in 1870-'7l, 
hardly a single nation has been permitted 
to enjoy the full measure of the frults of its 


victories, or to retain possession of what the . 


defeated power had been willing to concede 
in order to bring about the termination of 
the hostilities. 

The most recent instance in point is that 
of Turkey, the victorious march of whose 
magnificent army of nearly half a million 
of men upon Athens was stopped within a 
few hours’ distance of the Hellenic capital 
by an order from the great powers of Eu- 
rope, which has now been forced not only to 
restore the conquered Greek Province of 
Thessaly to King George, but likewise to 
consent to a reduction of the war indem- 
nity from $50,000,000 to $10,000,000. The 
Greeks have not even been called upon to 
give up their fleet to Turkey, and, In fact, 
have practically lost nothing save honor and 
glory by their ignominious defeat at the 
hands of the Turks, the war indemnity hav- 
ing been practically paid by the great pow-~ 
ers, who gave a joint guarantee for the loag 
raised abroad for the purpose of its settle- 


ment. 
Japan Yields to Pressure. : 


The Mikado suffered much the same fate 
as the Sultan. For, as in the case of the 
latter, the victorious march of his magnifi- 
cent army of several hundred thousand men 
upon the enemy’s capital—namely: Peking— 
was stopped by a combination of powers 
composed of Russia, Germany, and France. 

Still more unjust was the treatment to 
which Russia herself was subjected by the 
treaty of Berlin of 1878, to which reference 
has been made above, and which, according 
to the great powers, is to serve as a basis 
for the revision of the treaty of peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain. Russia 
had shed rivers of blood to deliver the 
Balkan States from Turkish thraldom. Yet 
the Czar was not allowed to annex any of 
these States, or even to take the place of 
the Sultan as their suzerain. The treaty 
which he had concluded with Turkey at 
San Stefano—that is to say, within three 
hours’ march and within sight of Constan- 
tinople, from the occupation of which Rus- 


sia was debarred solely by the threats of 


British, Austrian, and German intervention 
—-was subjected by the congress to modifi- 
cations most mortifying and humiliating to 
the Muscovite nation, and by the treaty of 
Berlin, which brought to a close the con- 
gress of 1878, the Czar obtained nothing 
from Turkey except the promise of a war 
indemnity of $60,000,000, which still remains 
unpaid, and the Province of Bessarabia, 
which had belonged to him before the 
Crimean war, and which he now received 
at the expense, not of the defeated Sultan, 
but of Roumania. who had been Russia’s 
valuable ally in the conflict. 

This practically constituted the only re- 
turn which the Czar received for all his vic- 
tories obtained at the expense of so much 
life and treasure, whereas England, which 


‘had taken no part in the conflict, secured 


from the Sublime Porte the valuable Island 
of Cyprus, and im- 
portant vinces of e 
ina for nated the the 
in revising the treaty of San Stefano. In 
fact, there is no doubt that both Russia and 
Turkey would have been far better off 
today, territorially and financially, had 
been no interference by the foreign powers, 
the intervention of the latter, although nom- 
inally due to sympathy for the defeated

1866 was merely a sort of revenge for Prua- 
sia’s threatened intervention in 1858, «@ 
menace which brought the war’ betweem 
France and Italy on the one side and Aus 
tria on the other to a premature close. The

William Bonny Is Dying, a Pauper, 
in a London Hos- 
pital. 


It is rarely that Africa does not prove 
fatal to European explorers. . William Bon- 
ny—the last of Stanley's ill-fated rear guard 
—is dying a pauper in St. George's Union, 
London. Travel and adventure, devotion 
and bravery, have brought.him no wealth. 

The record of his health since he has been 
back from Africa is bad enough to make 
the hardest heart bleed; thrice in Westmins- 
ter Hospital for malaria fever, once for a 
painful operation. Then consumption de- 
veloped, and Stanley, coming to the res- 
cue, in a measure, sent him down to Tor- 
quay to see what good that would do him. 


But there was no improvement, and, re-. 


turning to town early in January, he was 
admitted to St. George's Union, where prac- 
tically he has been confined to his bed ever 
since. In ordinary health he was a man 
of 150 pounds weight; he now weighs no 
more than 7. 

William Bonny is on the. wrong side of 
oO. He began life as coffee planter in 
Brazil, but the loss of his brother. British 
Vice Consul at Para, with whom he was as- 
sociated in business, having brought his 
efforts in that direction to an abrupt ter- 
mination, he joined the British Army Medi- 


cal Staff Corps, and as a member of that . 


force has seen a vast deal of service. After 
being quartered4éat almost every British 
military station outside of India, as far 
eastward as Hongkong, he went to England 
and volunteered for the Zulu and Basuto

mutiny in Starvation Camp, on the banks 
of the Aruwimi; and, when the Major was 
murdered at Banalya, he assumed the com-. 
mand and held it single-handed until Stan- 
ley came to relieve him, for in the mean- 
time Jameson had died and Troup and Ward 
had gone home to lecture and write books, 
After that Bonny marched across Africa 
to the Indian Ocean.

UNEQUAL JN NATURAL GIFTS. 


BY PROFESSOR JAM®%S BRYCE, 


author of “The American Common- 


wealth.” 

HE following is part of a thoughtful 
and searching examination into the 
great question of human equality, and 
how far it is possible or practicable, 
which appears in the Century Maga- 

for July: 
“Let us begin by inquiring what are the 
various senses in which the phrase equality 


_ between men is, or may be, employed. 


“Six senses may be enumerated in which 
the phrase is currently used. Two of these 
refer to man as a pure product of nature, the 
other four to man as a social being existing 
under civil institutions of some sort or kind. 

“The first meaning, though familiar, is 
one for which it is hard to find a truly de- 
scriptive name, but we may call it spiritual 
equality. There is a sense in which all m 
are naturally equal, because all have alike. 
an individual personality which is of su- 

me value to each. All are alike when 
they come out of the darkness into this world 
as mewling babes; all are alike when with 
failing breath they return again into the 
darkness. This is the kind of equality de- 
noted by the phrase, ‘ All men are equal in 
the sight of God.’ 

“The other sense in which equality might 
be said to exist between men, and to be a 
natural equality, is equality of gifts, physi- 
cal, intellectual, and moral. Were men 
equally endowed with strength; intelligence, 
courage, force, and tenacity of will there 
would be a genuine natural equality among 


them. 
“As we know, there is no such natural 


equality, but, on the contrary, the greatest 


possible disparity, and that even between 
the nearest kinsfolk, and between persons 
brought up under the same educational and 
social influences. Nevertheless, obvious and 
familiar as is this fact, it has made far less 
impression on the popular mind than the ex- 
ternal points of resemblance between one 
man and another on the one hand, and, on 
the other, that equality of personality which 
we have just been considering. It is only 
when diversity and inequality appear in the 
form of differences of sex, or of race and 
color, that they receive due recognition; yet 
differences of sex and of race and color are 
not greater than the d¢fferences which sep- 
arate the higher from the lower individuals 
of the same sex and race. 


Two Salient Facts. 


“Thus we have, as regards natural man, 
two salient facts: Between each man, simply 
as a man, and_every other man, there is an 
equality of soul, an equal worth of person- 
ality. There is also betwe men an in- 
equality of gifts, each man differing from his 
fellows in physical strength and in physical 
needs, in intellectual strength and in intel- 
lectual tastes, in force of will, in industry, 


. in perseverance, in rectitude, in capacity for 


emotion, whether good or bad. 

“We come now to the four kinds of equal- 
ity. which existf or may exist, between men 
in their social as opposed to their purely 
natural state. These are usually described 
as civil equality, political equality, social 
quality, and economic equality. 

* By civil equality we understand the pos- 

ion of each man of similar and equal 

a rights in the sphere of private law: 

» is, ee rights to freedom of speech 

d* action, to personal safety and protec- 


_ffon, to the enjoyment of a position in the 
» family, to the holding and disposal of prop- 


erty. This kind of equality is so far from 
being natural that it is found only in ad- 
vanced civilizations. Slavery was the rule 
all over the world, not perhaps among pure 


. Savages, but certainly among barbarous and 


semi-civilized peoples, and has prevailed 
even in some highly civilized states. Even 
where slavery has ceased great disparities 
as regards private legal rights long con- 
tinued to exist, as, for instance, in France 
down to the revolution. In Britain this 
equality was established, except as between 
men and women, dt a comparatively early 
epoch, and its full recognition has been, 
both there and in the United States, a potent 
and beneficial factor in preventing social bit- 
terness and political unrest. We even ex- 
tend it, for almost all, if not absolutely for 
all, purposes, to those who are not citizens 
or subjects of the state. 


Meaning of Political Equality. 


“The term political equality describes the 
equal enjoyment by all who are citizens of 
the State of a share in its government, in- 
cluding’ both the right of voting for persons 
to be invested with executive or legislative 
functions, and the right of being one’s self 
eligible for such an executive or legislative 
post. This is a totally different thing from 
equality of private legal rights, has been 
later in its growth, does not prevail so ex- 
tensively, and does not necessarily or log- 
ically follow from civil equality, because the 
rounds which recommend it are not the 
Same. It is in no country complete as be- 
tween the sexes. Nevertheless, it tends— 
more and more to make way, and is gener- 
ally supposed to be the goal toward which 
nations are traveling. 

“The term social equality is much more 
Vague, because here we quit the sphere of 
law to enter that of social intercourse. It 
genotes the kind of mutual courtesy and re- 
Spect which men show to one another when 
each feels the other to be * as good as him- 
self ’—a respect which stands between con- 
descension on the one hand and submissive- 
hees on the other. The extent to which it 
B0es depends, of course, upon the particu- 
lar form of intercourse. There may be a 
Social equality between -men as directors of 
& company or members of a political com- 
mittee which would not ex¢end to dining at 
One another's houses, still less to marrying 
One another's sisters or daughters. Its 
Srowth is generally in proportion to the 
Srowih of the last two mentioned kinds of 
equality; yet it might exist without political 
*quality, and the latter without it. i 

“ Lastly, there.is economic equality, that 
is to say, the possession by every man of an 
equal quantity or value of property, none 
being either richer or poorer than his neigh- 
bor. This state of things has never yet 
existed, and has no necessary connection 
with the other kinds of equality, though of 
course it is only under a régime of political 
niga that it would be likely to come into 


Value of Equality. 


“So far we have been endeavoring to dis- 
tinguish and define the different kinds of 
equality which do exist, or may exist, among 
men. Now let us inquire what are the im-

justifying its existence. 


Theory and Fact. . 

“* Menreason thus: ‘All menare born equal; 
all men die equal; all souls are immortal, 
and Christ died forall. We brought nothing 
into the world, and It is certain tat we can 
carry nothing out of it. Why, then, should 
there be such differences of good and evil 
fortune, of wealth and poverty, between 
men? Why should not all have equal rights. 
equal possessions, equal happiness?’ The 


New Testament, the American Declaration | 
of Independence, the French principles of 


1789, seem to concur in prescribing « quality 
as the norma! condition of mankind, or, at 
any rate, the proper starting point for every 
community. Even Bentham’s doctrine that 
the aim 6f society is to secure the greatest 
happiness of the greatest number is obliged 
to assume the equal value of each person, 
and of the capacity of each for happiness, 
else the doctrine fails altogether to supply 
the practical guidance it has undertaken to 
give. The power which this view of equality 
as the natural state of men has exercised is 
unquestionable. But in trying to apply it to 
existing social phenomena we are imme- 
wy ithe other fact, al- 
ready dwelt upon—viz.: the incquality of 
men as regards their physical and mental 
powers. Equality of gifts and abilities docs 
not exist, and, so far as we can forsee, never 
will exist. It does not even secm to come 
nearer, except to some slight extent, as be- 
tween the different races of mankind: f>)1 
though some individuals of remarkable ca- 
‘pacity have arisen from among the colore¢ 
races, no colored race as a whole has brought 
itself nearly. up to the level of the leading 
white races. |

Civil Equality Virtually Universal. 

“ Civil equality, equality of rights in the 
fieid of private law. is so generally admitted 
to be wholesome for the whole community 
as to have become a good practical test o! 
the higher or lower level of civilization which 
any state has-reached. It is now virtually 
universal in Europe (except, of course, in 
semi-civilized Turkey), and in all the colo- 
nies of European nations. Its acceptanc: 
has been due partly. to sentiment and sym- 
pathy, but largely also to.an experience ot 
the evils of inequality as giving rise to arro- 
gance and injustice on the part of privileged 
classes, and exposing the less privileged to 
harsh treatment. The sense of wrong pro- 
duces. discontent, and discontent disturbs 
the state. The term equity, which our law- 
yers have drawn from the favorite expres- 
sion -of the Roman lawyers, aequum et 
bonum, indicates the tendency to find in 
equality of treatment a foundation for jus- 
tice, and the easiest way -ut of the endless 
complications and difficulties to which the 
preference of one class of persons over an- 
other gives rise. The tendency to level down 
and level up became strong in jurisprudence 
before it had established itself in politics. 
Economic changes worked the same way, for 
when wealth was acquired by persons be- 
longing to the inferior classes, they used it 
to evade and ultimately to overthrow those 
provisions of the old law. which placed them. 
at'a disadvantage compared with men of 
higher rank. To one who reviéws the prog- 
ress of the world during. the. last four cen- 
turies, no small part of that progress seems 
to consist in or to issue from civil equality, 
and its steady and quiet growth isa striking 
illustration of the power of moral forces, of 
truth, reason, and good feeling. These have 
been more important agents in creating it 
than any revolts of the oppressed: and, in- 
deed, it was they that enabled some of those 
revolts to succeed. 


Rights of Self-Government. 

“The equality of men in respect of polit- 
ical rights has made far slower advances, 
and involves considerations different from 
those which govern our view of equality of 
civil rights. We may define it as meaning 
the equal right of every citizen to share in 
the government of a state, whether as a 
voter or as eligible for any cffice or post. 
The idea of such equality is modern, the 
realization of it still more recent, and hardly 
anywhere complete. So far from its having 


been the original condition of mankind, it |, 


woulc seem io have never existed in any 
primitive people which had reachéd even the 
rudest political organization. The dominance 
of one man, or a few men, over the majority 
is everywhere the patent fact, and the circle 
of those who share in political power was 
slowly extended. Such extension usually 
comes, as in the case of the equality of pri- 
vate civil rights, partly through the discon- 


tent of the excluded mass, who sée; or think |

No General Rule Applicable. 

** There is, therefore, no general rule to be 
laid down on the subject. In every case a 
balance must be struck between probable 
gains and probable dangers. Regard must 
be had to time, place, and circumstance; the 
application of abstract principles and a 
priori doctrines, such as were so potent 
among the French from 1789 to 1792, and in 
the United States for two generations after 
1776, must be carefully eschewed. 

*“ We come next to social equality, and find 
ourselves passing out of the sphere ‘of law 
into that of general human intercourse. Is 
it desirable that there should be no social 
ranks or grades, and that (apart from office 
and from age, two things which have usually 
and rightly commanded deference) each man 
shoulu treat every other man as being abso- 
-lutely on his own level? 

** Here we are confronted by the old con- 
tradiction between natural equality, in the 
sense of spiritual equality of every human 
being, and natural inequality, in the sense of 
the great diversity of intellectual and moral 
gifts between different persons. The former 
would seem to forbid social distinctions, for 
if each personality is of the same value it 
ought to obtain the same respect from 
others. The latter, however,shows us some 
persons immensely superior in integrity, in 
force of character, in all the powers which 


j. enable a man to lead or to edify or to delight 


his fellowmen, The instinct which defers to 
such kinds of superiority is both natural and 
} reasonable, and the instinct which defers to 
wealth and power is, at any rate, natural. 
Moreover, differences of intellect and of edu- 
cation produ. di,eremces of taste; differ- 
ences of wealth produce differences of habits 
of life; and such differences necessarily 
affect social intercourse. The establishment 
of economic communism, or of an absolute 
equality of conditions, would remove the 
latter, but the former would still subsist, 
and would create, if not a barrier, at least 
a certain disinclination to intimacy between 
the person who loves literature or art and 
the person who loves only football or his 
dinner. 

“The tendency to establish distinctions of 
rank is deep-rooted and universal. Some of 
us would not consider that there was much 
difference, if any, between the vocation of 
a seller of peanuts and that of an organ- 
grinder. The former is nearly as nomadic 
a person asthe latter. Nevertheless, in New 
York the distinction is so great that the 
former does not permit his children to play 
with the children of the latter. When a 
tendency is naturally so strong, the attempt 
to ignore its results may produce an artificial 
state of things disagreeable to everybody, as 
the attempt of some idealists to make their 
domestic servants sit down to meals along 
with them has been resisted by the servants 
themselves. 

Conclusions to Be Drawn. 

vf‘ These are some of the difficulties which 
surround the question. An examination of 
them may lead us to the following conclu- 
sions: 

“The more social equality we can secure 
without running counter to nature, the bet- 
ter. Mutual.respect for one another's feel- 
ings, mutual courtesy in forms of address, 
mutual recognition of the equality which lies 
beneath all inequalities, are good both for 
the so-called superior and the so-called in- 
ferior. They check arrogance and assump- 
tion on the part of the one, cringing and 
servility on the part of the other. They 
make the one remember that he is no more, 
the other that he is no less, than a free man. 

**On the other hand, more harm than good 
will be done by trying to force men intoa 
kind of intimacy which they feel to be un- 
real, because not grounded on sympathy of 
thought and tastes and habits. When these 
are widely divergent, social intercourse can- 
not be so easy, or, at any rate, cannot cover 
so much of Jife. You may be perfectly 
friendly with the coachman who drives your 
carriage, but you do not wish that he should 
spend the evening in your dawing-room, or 
marry your daughter. He may be more hon- 
est or more wise, or both, than you are your- 
self; nevertheless, the difference in tastes 
and in ways of life sets certain limits to 
intimacy. But the recognition of these dif- 
ferences does not diminish either the duty 
or the value of politeness on both sides. 

‘* As regards the weight to be attached to 
natural inequalities, wealth ought to count 
for least, except, of course, 60 far as it in- 
volves disparity of habits. Intellect may 
properly entitle its possessor to a certain 
amount of deference; but, taken alone, and 
apart from the attainments or the refinement 
which it may produce, it ought not to bea 
basis of social distinction. 

‘‘The passion for social equality has al- 
ways been less strong among the Teutonic 
than among the Celtic and so-called Latin 
peoples, as, indeed, all movements take 
among the formera lessacute form. Every- 
where, however, even in France and in the 
United States, this passion seems less stren- 
uous than it was formerly. The complete 
equality of civil rights, and the almost com- 
plete equality of political rights, which have 
been attained in nearly all civilized coun- 
tries, have diminished the zeal to achieve it; 
for men now perceive that those kinds of 
equality may exist without it, and that their 
attainment does not necessarily bring it 
much nearer. There is, indeed, no necessary 
connection between freedom and equality, 
according to the lines of Milton: 


Jf not equal all, yet free, 
Equally free, for orders and degrees 
’ Jer not with liberty, but well consist. 


“There is also the presumption in favor 
of equality generally drawn from the ad- 
mitted benefits of civil and political equality. 
Contrasting the society of our own times 
with the society of two or three centuries 
ago, nothing seems to show a more palpable 
advance than does the elevation of the ordi- 
nary private citizen to the level formerly 
held only by the few privileged persons. 


\ 
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they. see, that the authority of.the privileged 
few is used to their prejudice, partly by a 
feeling, which gradually spreads among the 
most, enlightened members of the privileged 
class, that rio set of people can be trusted 
to legislate for others, and that’ a govern- 
ment is more stable when its base is broad. 
Where the few rule the many the many will 
always blame the few for any mistakes or 
misfortunes. ‘When they obtain their share, 
they have only themselves to blame. Ac- 
cordingly there hasbeen established in mod- 
ern time and. in. advanced nations a sort of 
presumption in favor of a wide political fran- 


' chise and universal. eligibility for office, as 


‘probably. for the general good, but 
the general contertment. This, 
however, is only a presumpti There is 
another side to the question. Equality of 
civil rights is almost certainly a good thing, 
for it can hardly be misused. Equality of 
political rights may readily be misused, for 
it requires capacity, and capacity may be 
wanting. Where: political power is com- 
mitted’ to a-mass of people who are ignorant 


and untrained, and where this mass is not. 


posed'to be guided by those who are wiser 
— more instructed, it: may choose bad 
rulers and sanction foolish measures. Thus 
a suffrage suitable to the. white population 
of Massachusetts may not be suitable to the 
predominantly colored population of Louisi- 
ana. iIn-every case the risk of this evil must 
be set against the presumptive advantages 


‘already. mentioned;- and the difficulty of. 
balahcing them may be illustrated frém the 


division »ot-opinion among intelligent men 


May not a like progress in the well-being of 
humanity be expected from the further ap- 
plication of this wholesome principle? 3 

‘The desire for material ‘well being is all 
the stronger because the general demoral- 
ization of society, the greater publicity of 
life, the attainment of immense wealth by 
men sprung from the lower ranks, have 
stimulated the appetite of those humbler 
classes whose ancestors contentedly acquli- 
esced in an inequality of conditions as part 
of the order of nature. And as the other 
world is less in men’s thoughts than it was 
some centuries ago, they have become more 
eager to make the best of this world. 

When, however, we come: to criticise 
these ideas and the source assigned to them, 
the following observations occur. 

‘First of all, be it noted that there never 
has been in the world such a state of natural 
equality as many have dreamedof. Even in 
the stone age one savage had more flint 
hatchets or a bigger deerskin than the other 
tribesmen. As soon as a race begins to have 
any sort of organization—as soon, for in- 
stance, as it reaches the stage in which the 
Romans found the Britons of antiquity, or 
in which our settlers have found the North 
American Indiane and the Kaffirs—inequali- 
ties of property are conspicuous. 

** Secondly, it is not law that creates in- 
equality of property. It is, in the first in- 
stance, strength, physical or intellectual; 
that is to say, inequality is due to natural 
not to artificial causes. When law appears 
it does no more than recognize and protect 
the. which it finds subsisting; and

would be greater than it is now, because the 
weaker would have no security for what 
they possess, since force, whether of body 
or of craft and. will, would dominate. If 
equality of goods is ever to be established 
it will have to be established by law. either 


. by forbidding the appropriation of any arti- 


cles—i. e.: by destroying the conception of 
private property, and giving each man the 
protection of the state in taking a part of 
whatever his neighbor has, or else by con- 
,tinually restoring through legal action an 
equilibrium of goods which natural causes 
are perpetually disturbing. 
hardest task law has ever undertaken, be- 
cause law will have to steer straight in the 
teeth of the strong blast of nature. If ten 
men were to be started on Monday morning 
with equal property and left to themselves 
for six days, no two would be found to have 
equal property on Saturday night, because 
in no two would the faculty of acquiring and 
the habit of spending bethesame.' . 

** Thirdly, where the enforcement of law is 
perfect, that is to say, where the action of 
courts and of the authority which carries 
out their decisions is certain, the qualities 
which tend to produce inequality of property 
are different from those which produced it 
in rude and disorderly times. In those times 
physical strength and physical courage were 
the most important factors. In perfectly 
settled societies intelligence and the habit of 
saving most tell. Will evidently tells in all 
states of society, and will is one of the qual- 
ities in which men most differ from one 
another. Of course it is not necessarily the 
highest forms of intelligence that most- sub- 
serve the acquisition of property. No poet 
before Tennyson ever made a fortune by his 
gift. No philosopher has ever yet grown 
rich by philosophy. Only in recent times 
have a few great inventors beén able to reap 
the harvest of their intellectual] labors. It 
is by the power of devising schemes and con- 
ducting large commercial or financial opéra- 
tions that the largest masses of property are 
accumulated in one hand, and the type of 
capacity that leads to wealth is to be found 
in such a man as the late Mr. Jay Gould. 
This has caused a certain prejudice against 
the working of laws which permit a capacity 
not necessarily beneficial, and possibly 
harmful, to mankind to achieve conspicu- 
ous success. But no one has shown how this 
capacity can be held in check without over- 
throwing the entire legal basis on which 
modern communities rest.’’

1 have often remarked the 
analogies between his handwriting and that 
of Jean Jacques Rousseau; the same minute 
distinctness, the same intervals between -et- 
ters and words, the same careful punciua- 
tion, the same sharpness of caligraphy. He 
never hesitated at making the deletions and 
corrections he thought desirable. A firat 
pough draft, written straight off, served asa 
eanvas, My mother and he would then go

‘Had it not been for my wife,’ he used to

FACTS ABOUT FLAGS 


“Old Glory” Twice Seen in 
the sky This Year. 


BIGGEST BANNER MADE. 


it Will Finally’ Float Over Morro | 


Castle. 


GREAT DISPLAY EVERYWHERE. | 


T has been a great year for thé flag. In 
this year of prophetic visions and holy 
war, people have seen the flag pictured 
| in the sky, as the Israelites saw the pillar 
of cloud by day and of fire by night to 
pilot them away from Egypt. Was it again 
a symbol of divine approval? In the Town. 
of Nevada, Mo., about the middle of May, the 
inhabitants, one day at the hour of noon, saw 
in the southeastern heavens one of the sub- 
limest of spectacles. From reports it ap- 
pears that “ athwart the sky three distinct 
bands of brilliant colors extended from the 
meridian to the horizon—one red, one blue, 
and one white—phenomenal, but exact fe- 
productions of the national colors.  Hun- 


ling spectacle. They reclared it was simply 
the flag painted in the sky by other than 
human hands. It was nota rainbow, though 
doubtless produced from similar causes.’ 

A flag that appeared as though suspende-t 
ffom the clouds was seen at the Town of 
Gordon, near Pottsville, Pa., on Memorial 
day. But this flag was not paintedvon the 
sky. It was suspended on a steel wire 


stretched from mountain to mountain agqross ; 


the Gordon Plane Gap, and it proudly floated 
800 feet above the streets of the village. It 
was 19x%0 feet in size, and it nade a beau- 
tiful picture in the air, with its invisible 
support. The length of the steel wire con- 


necting the peaks was 2,800 feet, and its | 


tensile strength 4,000 pounds. No one 
claimed this flag to be supernatural, but 
hundreds of people traveled miles to see it 
and greet it with cheers, 


Largest in the World. 


What is now claimed to be the largest 
flag in the world was finished and put on 
exhibition at 147 Fulton street, New York, 


a few days ago. It is intended that 


immense banner of Stars and Stripes shall 

float .victoriously over Morro Castle, Ha-° 

vana, when Spain surrenders. The dimen- 

sions of the standard are 120 feet in length 

and 43% feet in width. It is so big, in fact, 

that special bunting had to be made for it 

in Boston. The bunting was 42 inches wide 

in the rough; made up in the flag, allowing 

for seams, each stripe measured 40 inches; 

it required a full piece of 40 yards for each 

stripe, except where they ran into the union, 

The union measures 40 feet in length and in 

width covers the space of 7 stripes. The 

stars are not preportionately large: from 

point to point each star measures 14 inches; . 
they are arranged in alternating rows of. 
7 and 8&8, according to army regwiations.,. 
This mighty flag was conceived and made 

under the supervision of a patriotic Wall 

Ssireet man.

‘ownership of the largest star spangled ban- 
ner in the world till the New York ma 
eclipsed them. In a pool of water beneat 
the folds of this starry banner were work- 
ing models of three of the most famous 
craft in recent naval histery—the Monitor, 
the Merrimac, and the ill-fated Maine. BY¥ 
an ingenious contrivance these models were 
kept continually in motion, and, as the big 
flag waved and fluttered above them, it 
seemed as though it controlled their move- 
ments by the breezes generated in its folds 


Would Cover a Hill. 


If a certain patriotic Illinois man could 
have had his order executed New York 
would not now be making boasts of pos- 
sexsing the biggest flag in the world. Soan 
after war was declared this Illinois gentle- 
man scent an order to a Philadelphia firm 
asking for a flag 250 feet in width by 500 feet 
in length. The firm was too busy-selling 
smaller tlags to undertake the task of mak- 
ing the huge banner. It was estimated 
that two tons of bunting would be required 
to make this flag. People wondered how 80 
big a flag would be flung out upon the 
breeze. The Illinois man said his purpose 
was to cover the side of a hill with it. Just 
what hill he had in view is not known. ° 

Flag factories in the big cities of this 
country have been running overtime ever 
since the with Spain began. The. 
makers say they have never before known 
so great a demand for the star spangled 
banner. Time and again the bunting has 
been all used up and the dealers have been 
sold out. Flags cannot be made fast enough 
to suit the patriotic Americans.” The un- 
precedentcd demand has caused prices to 
take jumps from time to time as high as 75 
and 100 per cent. All the big stores have 
made heavy calls on the manufacturers, 
but often could not get their orders filled. 
Big flags, little flags, silk flags, cotton flags 
flags of every imaginable quality and size, 
are snapped up eagerly as fast as turned out.

THE FINAL SURRENDER. 

The apprehensions that were felt early 
yesterday morning that the Spanish Gen- 
eral Toral was acting a treacherous part 
in the peace negotiations were dissipated a 
few hours later, when news was received 
from General Shafter that terms had been 
agreed upon and the surrender had been 
made with the approval of the military au- 
thorities, both at Santiago and Havana. 
These terms, it is understood, include the 
surrender of the city and all of the prov- 


Sagua on the north, the Spanish troops, 
numbering. 20,000, to be taken to Spain by 
the United States government. Included 
in the surrender are all the enemy’s forts 
and guns, the Spanish officers onlg being al- 
lowed to retain their side arms. It was also 
agreed that the American troops would nbdt 
enter the city until after the Spaniards have 
embarked, that the refugees should return 
to their homes, and that pending the em- 
barkation order would be kept by the Amer- 
icans and Cubans.

GIVE PROPERTY-OWNERS. NOTICE. 

One of the best features of the special as- 
sessment law enacted by the present Gen- 
eral Assembly is the requirement that the 
Board of Local Improvements must give 
notice to all interested property-owners of a 
proposed improvement and must set a day 
for a public hearing, when those property- 
owners can go before the board, if they so 
choose, and state their objections, if they 
have any. This isa right denied them under 
the previous law, which thousands of prop- 
erty-owners have ‘exercised during the last 


that they are no longer at the mercy of 
scheming contractors and boodle Aldermen, 
but are consulted when it is proposed to 
assess them. / | | 
So valuable is this provision regarding 
previous notice and a public hearing that 
property-owners will be gratified to learn 
the Board of Local Improvements has de- 
cided to abandon a practice it was gradua)- 
ly adopting, which if.adhered to would have 
nullified the law in many cases. There have 
been instances since the law went into effect 
when a day has been set for a hearing con- 
cerning a proposed street improvement. 
The property-owners have attended.. They 


vinced by the. objections and has ordered 
the improvement “ indefinitely postponed.” 
The property-owners, satisfied that that was

HARPING ON A NEW CONSTITUTION. 
One of the members of the State Bar asso- 
‘ciation read a paper before that body at its 
meeting in this city last week in which he 
gave what he considered strong reasons why: 
there should be a constitutional convention. 
to frame a new organic law for this State. 
One of these reasons is that “ by a new con- 
stitution the State can eliminate from the 
qualification of voters the word ‘ male.’” 
That offénsive word can be eliminated by a 
constitutional amendment as well as by a 
convention. The friends of woman suffrage 
may reply that no General Assembly ever 
will submit an amendment authorizing it. 
That is true, but neither can any constitu- 
tional conyention be elected which will give 
women the ballot. Were such a proposition 
submitted to the people it would be voted 
down overwhelmingly. Dllinoisans do not 
want woman suffrage. Therefore it is ab- 
surd to demand a new organic law in order 
that women may have what they cannot 
get. 

Another reason assigned is: 

By a new constitution the State can best restrict 
and control the domination and power of corpora- 
tions enjoying valuable franchises and can compel 


such corporations to pay either to the State or city 
a fair and just compensation for enriching privi- 


leges. 

It is eminently desirable that corporations 
which receive valuable franchises from this 
city or other Illinois cities should pay a fair 

compensation for them. A General Assem- 
bly legislating under the present constitu- 
tion has abundant power to secure that just 
compensation so far as all future grants are 


ever, has made any effort to utilize the 
power it has. The corporations have per- 
suaded the Legislature not to do so. Ifthe 
Legislature had greater powers it does not 
follow that those powers would be exercised 
for the good of the people. 

How is it proposed to have the State— 
meaning thereby the Legislature—restrict 
and control the domination and power of 
corporations? If that is desirable and can 
be secured by a new section of the constitu- 
tion it would be well to draft such a section 
and have the Legislature submit it as an 
amendment. That would take less time 
than to wait for the slow processes of a | 
constitutional convention if the people saw 
fit to authorize one. : 

-Another reason given why there should be 
a new constitution is that by it “ the State 
can and ought to limit the representation of 
cities -in the General Assembly.”” By 
“ cities.”’ Chicago is meant. A new consti- 
tution is demanded in order that the citi- 
zens of Chicago shall be denied fair and 
equal representation in the Legislature, 
The men who are so anxious to get a new 
constitution allege that in a few years Chi- 
cago and the suburbs it will annex will have 
nfore than half the people of the State, 
which they pretend will be a-great misfor- 
tune, and that in order to enable the minor- 
ity outside Chicago to make laws for the 
majority in Chicago the rule of representa- | - 
tion in proportion to population must be dis- 
carded. They want a new.constitution in 
order to do that, and also to do several other 
things they do not name. ; 

First and foremost, they want to get rid | | 
of the constitutional limitations on taxation 
and mortgage indebtedness. Most of them 
are much more interested in that than they 
are in woman suffrage or the restriction of 
the representation of Chicago in the Legis- 
lature. They are eager to have the Illinois 
municipalities -blanket mortgage themselves 
for the benefit of promoters and corrupt 
politicians. These men are careful, how- 
ever, to refrain from giving the real reason 
for their demand for a new organic law. 
They know that if they were to do so the 
taxpayers would come to the front at once 


and squelch the project. 


a 


UNLIMITED POWER OF CONGRESS. 

‘The constitution empowers Congress “ to 
dispose of and regulate the territory belong- 
ing to the United States.” That is as broad 
&@ grant of power as can well be made., It 
has pleased Congress thus far to “ dfspio#e 
of’ most United States territory, whether 
acquired by purchase or conquest, by cut- 
-ting it up into States and admitting them to 
the union. It is not obliged to do so, how- 
ever. Congress has as a rule “ regulated ” 
the national domain by laying it off into 
“ Territories,” the inhabitants of _which 
were given the same general form of gov- 
ernment, with a Governor, Secretary, and 
Territorial Legislature, and allowed to pass 
any local laws they pleased not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United 
States. Nevertheless, Congress has full 
powers t6 adopt a different mode of regula- 
tion whenever it chooses. 

The territorial legislation of Congress has 
been so general in its action that many per- 
sons have jumped at the conclusion that it 
is obliged to deal with all parts of the ter- 
ritory belonging to the United States and 
the inhabitants in one and the same way— 
that there can be no special lesgislation af- 
fecting one portion of that territory and not 
affecting all. So when Congress, for what

The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals heard the 
ease and sustained the law. The opinion, 
which was written by Judge Morrow, con- 


tains the following statements: 

* The Territories of the United States are entirely 
subject to the legislative authority of Congress. 
They are not organized under the constitution, nor 
subject to its complex distribution of the powers of 
government as the organic law, but are the crea- 
tion, exclusively, of the legislative department, 
' and subjeet to its supervision and control. . . > 
It [Congress] may legislate in accordance with the 
special needs of each locality, and vary its regula- 
tions to meet the circumstances of the people. 

- + In a Territory all the functions of govern- 
ment @re within the legislative jurisdiction of 
Cofigress, ahd may be exercised through a iocal 
government or directly. 

This definition of the power of Congress 
over the territory belonging to the United 
States will stand unless it is set aside by 
the Supreme Court and a narrower defini- 
tion substituted for it. Inasmuch as there 
is no likelihood that that court will do any- 
thing of the kind, the mugwumps and othe:

study Judge Morrow's opinion closely, for

EFFECTS OF THE NEW BULLETS. 
So great is the professional interest in the 


effects of the small-caliber high-power rifles 
used on both sides .in the Cuban’battlefields 
that a member of the American Medical as- 
sociation, Dr. Orlando Ducker, 
went to Santiago for the purpose of stndy- 
ing the subject.

CHICAGO CENSUS OF 1898. 


According to the school cerisus Chicago 
had last month a population of 1,851,588. 
This agrees closely with the estimate of the 
publishers of thé. directory. 
census figures for 1896 were 1,619,226. If 
both returns are correct there has been a 
gain in twe years of 232,362, or 14 per cent. 
The percentage of increase between 1894 
and 1896, if the returns for those two years 
were correct, was only 41-3 percent. This 
was a period of great dullness and depres- 
sion, during which cities grow slowly, whilo 
in 1896-98 business was improving and the 
city becoming more prosperous and popu- 
lous.

too great to be accounted for wholly by the 
difference in conditions. The 1894 figures 
may have been too large, which was claimed 
with much “appearance of probability to 
have been the case, or those of 1896 must 
have been too low, as was claimed by many.

has 83,577 people and the Fifteenth 83,505, 
The First Ward is put down as having 
28,305 inhabitants. This is 3,469 more than 
it was credited with in 1896 and 7,241 less 
than the figures of 1894, when so many of 
the persons who merely work in the ward 
in the daytime were credited to it and also 
the wards in which they had their homes. 

A cursory inspection of the ward figures 
does not detect any traces of noticeable pad- 
ding. It may be assumed that this year’s 
census is about right and that the city has 
gained in population 758,000 since 1890, 
when the federal census gave the number 
of its inhabitants as 1,098,000. An average 
growth of about 8 per cent a year is by no 
means discreditable. 


PROF. BRYCE ON EQUALITY: 
Professor Bryce, who is so well and favor- 
ably known by his “ American Common- 
wealth,” has contributed a paper'to the 
July Century on “ Equality,” the sub- 
stance of which appears elsewhere in this 
‘issue of Tue Trrsune. The discussion of 
this subject is mainly analytical, the infer- 
ences being left to the reader, but it is han- 
dled in such a philosophical and scientific 
way that it will be sure to commend itself 
to every thoughtful person. It is the ob- 
ject of this article rather to call attention 
to Professor Bryce’s definitions, which are 
of the highest importance, than to discuss 

the genera] subject of equality. | 
At the outset Professor Bryce finds that 
there are six senses in which equality may 
be considered. Two of these refer to man 
as the pure product of nature and the other 
four to man as a social being under civil 
institutions. The first two pertain to the 
equality of personality and to the alleged 
equality of physical, intellectual, and moral 


ical, social, and economic equality. So far 
as the spiritual equality, or equality of soul, 
is concerned, that is now generally admit- 
ted, but he is of the correct opinion that the 


never will exist. | 

Professor Bryce is further of opinion that 
civil equality has come to bea practical test 
of the higher or lower level of civilization, 
Equality of political rights he has little 
doubt would be a good thing if it were not 
for the'tendency everywhere to misuse it, 
hence he believes that a balance should be 
struck with special regard to time, place, 
and circumstance. Social equality does not 
exist, for reasons which are so apparent 
they hardly need indicating. Natural, in 
_ the sense of spiritual, equality would forbid 
social distinctions, but here we are at once 
met by the obstacle of the natural inequal- 
ity and the diversity of intellectual and 
moral gifts. There is, besides, the natural 
instinet, which defers to intellectual and 
moral superiority. As long as differences 
of intellect and education produce differ- 
ences of taste and differences of wealth 
produce differences in habits of life, equal 
social intercourse must be strongly affect- 
ed if not made impossible. 

Three of Professor Bryce’s statementsin 
this connection should receive careful con- 


equality we can secure without running 
counter to nature the better, but there is 
more harm than good in trying to force men 
into an unreal intimacy. The second is that 
while social equality points to the extinc- 
tion of all artificial and legal distinctions 
of rank it cannot ignore differences arising 
from diversity of knowledge, culture, and 
taste, nor ean it overcome the differences 
for which wealtb is answerable. ‘The third 
is that there never has been and never can 
be an equality of property. It may be ac- 
complished in the millennium, hut not until! 
the conditions of human nature, which re- 
main now as they have been since the crea- 
tion of man, are revolutionized. There is. 
no more convincing answer to the heresies 
of radical socialism and communism than 
the axiomatic and fundamental proposi- 
tions which Professor Bryce has so clearly 
stated. Their application may be left to 
any person who is: capable of thinking intel- 


ligently and logically. 


HOWELLS ON “CHICAGO IN FICTION.” 

W. D. Howells has written one of his 
analytical articles for Literature on the 
subject, ‘“ Chicago in Fiction.” Lest the an- 
notncement should cause an unprecedented 
demand for Literature, which would pro- 
ceed from a false hope, Chicago in fiction 
is warned, to begin with, that Mr. Howells’ 
analysis has shrunk it from a strenuous and 
emulous regiment of fame-snatchers to a 
mere corporal’s guard of three.

GARBAGE CONIRACTS VALID. 

Last year the General Assembly enacted 
a law empowering cities to make five-year 
contracts for the collection and final] dispo- 
sition of garbage and ashes. The Chicago 
municipal authorities proceeded to take ad- 
vantage of the law and made five-year con- 
tracts with different individuals for the cre- 
mation or reduction of garbage. The valid- 
ity of these contracts being questioned, they 
were taken into court and Judge Tuley 
held the city could not make them. He took 
the ground that the city, being in debt be- 
yond thé constitutional limit, could make no 
contract involving the expenditure of a 
larger sum of money than was set aside in 
the appropriation bill. That bill made pro- 
vision for the payment of the contractors 
for the first year only, leaving to subsequent 
Councils the making of appropriations for 
future years. 

The municipal authorities took av appeal 
to the Supreme Court. They did so not 
mergly because they wanted the garbage 
contracts carried out, but because an ac- 


ceptance of the doctrine laid down by Judge . 


Tuley would hamper the city seriously in 
many other ways. As the city will be in- 
debted beyond the constitutional limit for 
some time to come it would be inhibited 
under that doctrine from making contracts 
forany public improvements which required 
more than a year for completion and the 
money for which could not be set aside out 
of one year’s taxes, 

Last week the Commissioner of Public 
Works received word that the Supreme 
Court had overruled Judge Tuley by a vote 
of 5 to 2 at the recently adjourned session 
of the court. No official announcement of 
this has been made, but the report is be- 
lieved to be trustworthy. Therefore, an 
opinion to that effect may be looked for 
when the court convenes in October. Such 
a decision will enable the city to solve the 
garbage problem. Contractors cannot. be 
expected to put their money into expensive 
plants if they can get only one-year con- 
tracts. The Aldermen would have the con- 
tractors at their mercy if those men were 
unwise enough to accept such contracts, 
but when they have five-year contracts 
then they can feel reasonably safe. 

If, as is firmly believed, the Supreme 
Court has overruled Judge Tuley by a de- 
cfsive vote it would have been better had it 
so stated, for then the contractors could 
have gone ahead at once to make all the 
necessary arrangements for carrying out 
their contracts. They may not deem it safe 
to do so on the strength of an unofficial re- 
port. It is a pity that three months’ time 
should be lost when the necessity for the 
effective destruction of garbage and its mi- 
crobes is increasing daily. 


AMERICAN LIBERTIES ARE SAFF 

The mugwumps assert that what they 
call the “imperial” policy—the policy of 
national expansion—will result in subvert- 
ing the liberties of the American people. 
They appear to believe that if ten million 
Asiatics in the Philippines, about two and 
a third million Cubans and Puertv Ricans, 
and 120,000 Hawa#ans become subject to 
the jurisdiction of the United States the 73 
million Americans who live on this conti- 
nent will lose some rights which they pos- 
seas now. That is impossible. The inhab- 
itants of the new colonial dependencies will 
exert no influence in national affairs until 
the islands they inhabit become States rep- 
resented in Congress by a few Senators 
and Representatives. 

The new Territories, with the exception 
of Cuba and Puerto Rico, will remain in a 
territorial condition. New Mexico has been 
a Territory for fifty years. The Philippines 
will wait longer than that before they be- 
come a State. If, however, these new pos- 
sessions were represented in Congress their 
handful of representatives could not de- 
prive the American people of political and: 
other liberties which they enjoy under the 
constitutions of their respective States and. 
which are guaranteed by the constitution. 
of the United States. ; 

The policy of Great Britain has been 
“imperial” for more than two centuries. 
That country has exterior possessions with 
a population of 350 millions.: Those millions 
are not represented in Parliament. They 
do not help to make laws for Englishmen, 
Scotchmen, or Irishmen, whom they would 
outnumber so greatly if represented. In 


perial” policy which the mugwumps con- 
tend is so dangerous, Britons have more 
liberties and rights than they had one or 
two centuries ago. They have Asiatic and 
African possessions, but have not sunk to 
the level of Asiatics or Africans. 

_ Neither will Americans when, consulting 
exterior interests, they become the owners 
of the Philippines. The possession of those 
and other islands and the exercise of juris- 
diction over their inhabitants will not af- 
fect the internal affairs of the union. It 


| will deprive no American of his constitu- 


tional rights and liberties. The country 
will be the gainer in many ways by these 
territorial acquisitions. No citizen will-be 
a loser.

Patti, 

was there to applaud her from Mr. Alfred 

De Rothschild’s box. The Princess of Wales 

and the Duchess of Fife headed the brilliant 

assemblage of royal and aristocratic visit- 
ors It is doubtful if the graceful melodies 
of Verdi were ever given with so much 
effect, for Mmé. Melba, cultivated in the 
good, old-fashioned method of vocal art, is 
now almost perfect. Such singing has a 
charm that cannot be resisted, and with all’ 
the faults of the old operatic system its ad- 
mirers could be easily excused when we re- 
member the delightful vocal triumphs of 
those days. Dramatic opera has encouraged 

a school of singing by no means attractive 

in itself, and after hearing vocalists too 

often uncertain in their intonation and in- 


_ dulging in the tremolo and other abomina- 


tions it was refreshing to hear a prima 
donna who had conquered every vocal d‘fi- 
culty and who gave each note with bell-like 
distinctness and each scale with pearly 
brilliancy. Mme. Melba was splendidly ef- 
fective in the chief air of the first act, and 
the ball scene was another triumph. She 
delighted lady visitors in the second act 
with a hat of gigantic proportions adorned 
with flowers in profusion, and her appeér- 
ance in the ball scene was simply gorgeous.

in the greatest profusion. Ifa player should 
have six spades, four diamonds, two clubs, 
and a single heart, he would have to lead 
from his spade suit if he wished to be ad- 
mitted to the inner circle of whistdom. The 
long suit is essentially American and fol- 
lows naturally that system of playing called 
the Cavengish-Trust system. The system 
itself is the joint product of an Englishman, 
Henry. Jones, or Cavendish, as he prefers 
to call himself, and Nicolas Trust of New 
Orleans, who is considered by many as the 
father of the American game. 

All is not said of this system when It is ex- 
plained the player is expected to lead from 
his longest suit. A player might do this and 
still be regarded as a tyro at the game. Given 
a long suit of say, six cards, ace high, and 
according to the latest and most approved 
method, the proper lead would be a feint 
with the fourth lowest card in the hopes of 
getting in a body blow later with the ace. 
Such a lead shows the player’s partner in 
general what and how many\cards he holds, 
as well as in the long run nétting the most 
tricks. The long suit system is further aided 
and abetted by means of ‘‘ number showing 
leads,’ ‘‘second, third, and fourth hand 
plays,”’ and the *‘ conventional discards and 
signals,’’ which are part and parcel of the 
American game. : 

Next to the long suit,’”’ the short suit” 
is the one most employed by players, al- 
though the followers of the latter are few 
compared with those who swear by the 
other. Besides these two main methods of 
taking tricks, there is the ‘‘ common sense 
system,’’ a term which embraces all man- 
ners and kinds of playing, and corresponds 
to the catch-as-catch-can method of wrest- 
ling. The credit for the action of the com- 
mittee on system of play in recommending 
the long suit belongs in great measure to 
members of the Chicago Whist club. It was 


Whist league two years ago, when Theodore’ 
Schwarz of this city was President of the 
league, that the agitation for an expression 
on the subject reached the stage where a 
committee was appointed to look into the 
matter. Another Chicagoan, George W. 
Keehn, is credited with having done the 
major part of the work of the committee, of 
which he had been appointed a member. 
When the matter seemed to have fallen 
through on account of the seeming indiffer- 
ence of his fellow-committeemen, Mr. Keehn 
prepared a report, that having been ap- 
proved by the rest of the committee, was 
presented to the league for action.

George 8. Marsh, a former President of the 
Chicago Whist club, concurred in the opin- 
ion that the long suit system could be em- 
ployed to the greatest advantage in the 
game. He did not think, however, it would 
be wise to use it at all times and seasons, but 
to vary as conditions varied. 

“I believe in the principle of the 
lead,”’ sajd he, ** but it would not be wise to 
attempt to use it onalloccasions. A player 
should use the long suit as a basis for his 
playing, but he ought to‘allow himself suffi- 
cient latitude to vary his game and styie as 
conditions demanded.” 

J. M. Garesche, a member of the St. Louis 
Whist club and one of the best players in 
the Missouri metropolis, was the guest of 
the Chicago Whist club last week, and free- 
ly discussed the respective merits of the 
different systems of his favorite game. 

“The players of St. Louis are generally 
strongly in favor of the so-called long suit 
game recently recommended to the Ameri- 
can Whist congress,’’ said Mr. Garesche. 
“It is true that numerous successes have 
been won by Eastern players, particularly 
those of the New England States by the 
use of short suit tactics, but it is my opinion 

*that such successes as they may have had 
were due in some instances to the great in- 
dividual skill of the short suit tacticians, or 
to the fact that such methods were com- 
paratively new and were therefore difficult 
to cope with by those to whom they were un- 
familiat.’’ 

Mr. Garesche brought out the additional 
fact that short suit players were found 
mainly in New England, while the middle 
West clung to the other method of playing 
the cards. He said it had been the expe- 
rience in St. Louis that the long suit was 
greatly superior to any other mode of play- 
ing whist, and the same seems to have been 
reached at the Chicago Whist 
club,

Hardly a year ago General Smolensk! was 
the national hero of Greece and the most 
popular figure of the Hellenic nation. In- 
deed, s0 great was the regard in which he 
was held by his countrymen that he was 
literally forced upon the then universally 
execrated King George as Minister of War. 
Today the King is the most popular per- 
sonage in Greece, and in response to the 
almost universal demand of his subjects has 
just dismissed the Generalfrom his post. 

The General's colleagues in the Cabinet 
have approved his dismissal, and have. inti- 
mated that they saw no reason to convert 
his disgrace into a Cabinet question. 

The reason for General Smolensk!'s dis- 
missal is his action in taking advantage of 
the King’s recent absence in the interior to 
promote four Colonels to the rank of Gen- 
erais, and at the same time to appoint to the 
directorship of the intelligence division of 
the Athens War department one of the of- 
ficers whom the Crown Prince had most 
strongly censured for insubordination, inef- 
ficiency, and cowardice in his report on the 
war with Turkey.

Smolenski had, moreover, taken several 
opportunities to publicly declare, in the most 
“insulting manner, that the report made by 
the Crown Prince in his capacity as Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the conduct of the disas- 
trous campaign against Turkey was nothing 
but a parcel of lies and totally unworthy of 
serious consideration. |.

1 upon the King as Minister of War it was 


generally understood that he would imme- 
diately set to work to reorganize the army 
and place it upon a proper footing. These 
hopes have been disappointed. He has done 
absolutely nothing in the matter except pro- 
moting, without reference to the King as 
sovereign or to the Crown Prince as Com- | 
mander-in-Chief, a number of officers whose 
sole merit was that they were his parasites, 
and who had rendered themselves unpleas- 
antly conspicuous by their unsoldierly.con- 
duct during the war. -*

In the really finely equipped and 


up-to-date army of Bulgaria, which is more, 
than four times the size of the Greek army, 
there is not a single officer of the rank of 
General, the highest grade being that of 
Colonel, as is also the case with the Swiss 
army, numbering several hundred thousand 
men. 

The Greeks, for some reason or other, are 
equally averse to the rank of General, and 
it has been felt at Athens that the idea of 
conferring this obnoxious grade on no less 
than four officers, who have done nothing to 
deserve it, and who form part of a diminu- 
tive army, that has lately been ignominiousiy 
defeated, was merely calculated to invite 
ridicule. That is why the Minister of War 
has been dismissed by the King, with the 
approval of every one whose opinion is 
worth having in Greece. :

M. Peytral, who, after vainly attempting 
to form a Cabinet of his own at Paris, has 
accepted the post of Minister of Finance in 
the new Brisson administration, is the first 
patent medicine man who has ever attained 
such high office. He made his fortune asa 
manufacturer of quack nostrums. and until 
he became a Senator affected radicalism of 
the most ultra character.

Thistles Grow in the Roads. 
But this was not effectual because there 


. were the highways, and that led to the State 


legislation. Beside the Illinois statute men- 
tioned, there was a bill passed in 1867 to 
prevent the introduction and propagation 
of the Canada thistle, and another in 1869 
requiring the’ railroad companies to cut 
mh the Canada thistles on their lines of 
roa 

The thistle Is a ‘tenacious plant and a 
great many plans are offered for its exter- 
mination. hose who always plant peas 
while the moon is at the crescent have 
also a belief that if the Canada thistle is 
cut in June while “ the sign is in the heart ” 
the plant will bleed todeath. Many farmers 
get rid of them by putting salt on the re- 
maining roots after cutting the stalks under 
the surface of the ground. 

The Canada thistle is distinguished readi- 
ly from the commoner American and Scotch 
varieties by its more slender growth and 
its foliage of much lighter green. [It is 
also more‘prickly than the common thistle. 

There has been a great deal of confusion 
about the Russian variety, and in many 
agricultural. papers it was spoken. of at 
_ first as identical with the Canada-thistle. 
The. Russian thistle, however, grows in 
large, bushy form, being sometimes four or 
five feet in diameter. Its branches are 
plender and it would hardly be taken for a 
by the casual observer.
